E D I T O R'S APOLOGY. 



THE. great importance of the caufe^ in the 
procefsiof which the following depofi- 
tions have been taken, hath excited fo univerfal 
an attention, that an apology may eafily be 
made for tkeir publication, by thofe, whofe 
profefiion it is to contribute to the gratifica-* 
tion of public curiofity. 

It may be objeded, indeed, that fach publi* 
cation, pendente lite^ while the caufe is depend- 
ing, is, in.fome meafure, an anticipation of the 
trial, and an unfair method of prejudging the 
meritSt and influencing the public opinion, in 
favour, or to the prejudice, of the contending 
parties. But, befides that die wifdom and im- 
partiality of our judges are too great to be in<- 
fluenced by popular prepoileffions, it is to be 
obferved that the veracity of depofitions, till 
controverted in a court, is at heft problemati-> 
cai I the validity of their evidence depending 
on the judiciousanveftigation of its degree and 
quality, and the final refult which thence de«* 
termines the deciiaon of the judge. 

Thie candid reader^ therefore, will look upon 
this publication, though of genuine autbentir- 
city rcfpeding the matter, as intended only to 
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give him an early information of the proceed- 
ings in a very gcnccaUjr-intcrcftine caufe; 
with which he would^ in a few months, be, of 
courfcj otherwife made acquainted. 
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A refleftion or two may yet be made on this 
occafion ; which, without afFefting the prefent 
oatlfe in {iaarticular, will not be ddeme4 imper**^ 
tiiient to cafes of diirorce iii gebcral.

'Frbtn the confident ajSurancd, with which 
tha^lea of recrimination will be fiound, in 
theft tiegofitions, to be urged on the part of 
the Lady, the reader may be kd ^to imagine, 
that the crime of adultery is, in the eye of the 
IM^ ecfnally culpable in the man as the wo-- 
Blan ; and that incontiiiency in the wife is no 
longer criminal, if ihe can retaliate upon her 
huibaiwL 

: It is true that» according to the fpirit of the 
^tttioii iaw (by ibme tailed a di^racef ul veftige 
of monkiih barbarifm. ahd popi(h tyranny) 
maciriage is ftill held £3 religioufly facramcntal 
iasto be indif&liiblt, even for incontinence^* 
The wedded pair: muftHilU as Milton fays^ 
^* Spite of antipathy, fadge together.**' But 
jthis^ to the fcandal of our laws, is not the 
<:afe in any. other pioteilant cx)tintry. And 
yet, as if we were going to tura Romanics, 
and devolve again into a flate of ignorance and 
imrbafity^ we have lately feen the papal deci* 
^ibns^ rdpeifting the raxcrh^c of aaultererf, 
^vtdxhtimpfidimentum criminu of the fchooh, 
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ixtcWc' thef famftion cf a Bridih ad of Parlia^' 
tnent. But, for heaven's fake, why not giire 
a political toleration to a perfonal attachment, 
whcii the tics" are "difiblvcd which rendered it 
(Criminal ! It h abfurd to fuppofe that fiich an^ 
interdiction ^viU operate to the prevention of 
aduitery, or that ^ folicitude about future rites 
of marriage v/ill iifFe£t their prefent iriolation.

/In the ecciefiaftical 4:ourt3 in En^and, a 
wdmaxiJs allowed to fue for a Reparation with 
alimdny, in eafe of a huiband's adultery; but 
according to the general praftioe of the chU 
and canm law; thf 'wife cannot bring her 
aClion> or profecute the huiband, for an abfo« 
lute divorce, ttierely forjccMJjugal infidelity i 
while the huiband; on the other hapd^ hatn a 
kgalVigItt tafue i:)«it fuch a divorce^ and drip 
the adul^ef^^ of her dower, without other 
caufe of complaint* 

ft it not the bufineft of the editor to enter 
^pon a jnfHfication of thefe different modes of 
proceeding I but he cannot help obferving, 
th^ the ptca of female recrimination, however 
juft itttiay be conceived in a religious view, and 
whatever validity it may have in an ecclefiafikal 
court, is fetup with 9 very bad grace, when 
the proofs, that fupport it; are deduced ex 
fofija^t ' merely to maintain the fuit* Igno- 
rant of fuch ads of infidelity in her hufband, 
at ;the tinte of her own criminality, the wife 
'^cannot jufWy urge the provocation, either as 

thc^ 
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the. motive of her indifcretionj or as a pleia of 
exculpation.

It may not 'be improper alfo^ for the fake of 
the generality of readers, .to remark that the. 
deiign of fuch recrimination^ and of the depo- 
fitions fuppgrting it, in the prefent cafe, is 
not, as may be miftakenly fuppofed, to pre-^, 
vent the hufband's obtaining any kind or di- 
vorce or feparation from his wife. The lady, 
in her. allegation, in anfwer to the libel,, or de«r 
claration, of her lord, exprefsly prays for a 
divorc^ from bed and board, for the reasons 
therein alledged. For it ^s to be remembered 
that, in our laws there are two kinds of di* 
vorce ; the one a vinculo nuUrimonii ; which 
only is, properly fpeaking, a divorce: the 
woman, in this cafe, taking back her* para^ 
phernalia and d^owry; the bonds of matri-r 
mony being fully diffolved. The other kind 
of divorce is fimply a feparation a men/a et 
i:hora^ from bed and board ; in vi^hich cajte the 
wife is allowed a feparate maintenance out of 
her hulband's eftate and effects ; fuitable to the 
rank of the parties, and the circumftances of 
the cafe, at the difcrction of the court ; the 
bonds of matrimony, though broken, not be- 
ing in this cafe entirely dii&lved. 

Civilians, who, from interefted motives, 
advife their female clients, thus fituatedi to li- 
tigate the kind of divorce; whatever ideas 
they may have deduced, from the canons of 
the church, of the indiflblubility of marriage, 

will

will hardly contend for the religious propriety 
of cohabitation with a convided adultrefs. The 
utmoft the wife is lawfully entitled < to, by 
proving adultery againft the hufband, is to ob*^ 
tain a feparation, were he to oppofe it. So 
that fuch recrimination, unlefs the hulband 
could be proved to have been countenancing, 
aiding, or confenting to his wife's fedu£tion, 
can only legally tend to facilitate the abfolute 
divorce, contended for by the hufband. The 
civil law does not authorize a judge to refufe* 
fuch abfolute divorce to the hufband, however 
incontinent, on manifeft proof, or convincing 
evidence, of the adultery of the wife. 

There is another argument againft this mode 
of recrimination on the part of the ladies ; 
which is, that, agreeably to the fpirit as well 
as forms of the civil law, recrimination is in- 
admirable till the party accufed have under- 
gone legal purgation. In the prefent cafe, to 
be fare,' it may be politely prefumed, that her 
ladyihip's having offered to take the facrament 
of her innocence, cfpecially when corroborated 
by the bible-oath of her princely paramour, is 
a good canonical purgation. It will other wife 
be difEcult, I fhould imagine, for her to pre^ 
vail on twelve, or as few as the court pleafes, 
of her Jbonefi neighbours, to vouch, on their 
confciences, that they think fhe would fwear 
truly. 

' Not that the depdfers, on the part of the 
lady, appear exclufively exceptionable : it is

eighth, ninth, tenth, and eleventh articles of the fald Hbet^ 
flifc defrofes and fays. That for between three and four yeafs 
laft |)aft {he hath known and been Well acqusli^ted with the 
right honourable Richard lord Grofvenor » and the right 
hoBournble Henrietta lady Grofvenor, his wife, t>afti^i iti

hundred and fixty-nine, the faid lady Grofvenor feveral 
times vifited the deponent at her then houfe in Cavendifli- 
iquare, and was there met bv his faid roval highnefs the 
!duke of Cunibefrand feveral times j ana Che firft time |ie 
'<ame this 'deponent was much furprizedi^ aa ihe did. 
not expeSt to fee his highnefs ^ and the faid lady Grofvenor 

Eretended to this deponent that (he wanted to talk with his 
ighnefs refpefting her brother William Vernon, who was 
in the navy, in order to make fome intereft with his high- 
nefs for her faid brother ; and this deponent alked the laid 
ladv Grofvenor how flic came to appoint the duke of Cum- 
berland at her houfe, when (he had a houfe of her own to 
fee what company (he pleafed ; and (he fo told the deponent 
as a reafon why the dnke of Cumberland did not come to 
her houfe, that his highnefs and lord Grofvenor had had a 
little difpute together ; and particularly in an evening fome 
time in or about the month of April or May, one thoufand 
feven hundred and fixty-nine, the time more particularly (be 
cannot recoiled, the (aid lady Grofvenor and the duke of 
Cumberland were at the deponent's houfe in Cavendi(h- 
fquare, and the faid lady Grofvenor defired the deponent 
tQ leave the room for fome time, giving the deponent as a 
. reafon, that (he wanted to fpeak to the duke of Cumberland 
about her brother the faid William Vernon, and this depo- 
t^ent retired into another room upon the fame floor, and

criminal or adulterous converfation together; and this de* 
ponent was no ways a ^ arty, nor did (he dire£ily or indi« 
redly advife or confult, or give any affiftance, by fufFering 
them to meet ^l her houfe ypon any fu^ views; and whea 
the duke of Cumberland iirft came, (he was very much fur«- 
prized, his highnefs not vifuing the deponent.; and the 
deponent the fame evening told the faid lady Grofvenor, that 
ihe was very forry thatibe the £|id lady Grofvenor had drawn 
her into fuch a fcrape, under pretence of ferving her bro* 
ther ; and flie further faith.

WILLIAM PRATT, of Towcefter, in the county of 
Northampton, innjiolder, aged forty years, a wlt« 
nefs produced and fworn. — To the twenty-ninth, and 

. forty- feventh articles of the faid libel he depofes and £iys, 

.That he now, and for about three years laft paft, hath 
kept an inn at Towcefter, in the county of Northampton, 

' known by the fign of the Saracen's head, and for about

That towards Michaelmas lad, the 
time moi^e particularly he cannot fay, iave that this depo- 
nent well remembers that it was on a Tuefday, and market*

ROBERT BETTON, under butler to lord Grofvenor, 
one of the. parties in this caufe, aged twenty-feveil 
yeai;s,.a witnefs produced and fworn.-— To the fifty-ninth j 
fixtieth, and fixty-firft articles of the faid libel he depofes 
and fays. That he now is, and ever fince the twelfth day 
of April laft hath been, in thefcrviceof the right honour- 
able Richard lord Grofvenor^ party in this caufe, as under 
butler to his lordihip^s family, and thereby he came td 
know his Iqrdfhip, and the right honourable Henrietta lady 
Grofvenor his wife, the other party in this caufe j ^and he 
further faith. That on a Thurfday, happening in the 
month of December laft, the day of the month he cannot* 
recollect, in the evening of the faid day, between five and! 
fix o'clock, the faid lady Grofvenor and her family, at- 
tended by this deponent and other fervants, arrived at thef 
White-hart inn in the town of St. Albans, in the county 
of Hertford, on her way from his lordfliip's feat in Chefhird 
to London, and between eleven and twelve o'clock at 
night this deponent and two other of his lordfliip's fervants 
being then in bed in the fame room, were called up by Mn 
Matthew Stephens, his lordOiip*s butler and hdufe-fteward ;

That the 
faia lady GroiVenor, Aout thejlat^r end of the year, one 
thoufaod feyen buadred and fixty -eight, Avent from the 
opera-office with the lady Harfiipigton in hex coach to 
C^ille-houf<^ in Soho^fquare, for the purpofe, as they 
iaid, of feeing the rooms previous to fome entertainment to 
be given on acpourit of the king of Denmark ; but this de- 
ponent did not fee her ladyfhip get' into the (kid lady Har- 
rington's coach, becaufe he was in waiting at another 
door at the opera-houfe, expefiing the faid lady Grofvenorj 
and this deponent was told, by fome of the faid lady Har-

dered her coacn to be there about eleven o'clock, and wbeii 
the deponent attended to enquire for her ladyfhip, he was

this caufe;..and furmer to the faid article^* he cannot de- 
pofe.— To the twenty-thi^id,, twenty-fourth, and twenty* 
nf]& articles of, the faid libel he depofes and fays^ That a$ 
well before, as after his (aid royal highne(s went to fea, th6 
jaid lady Grofvenor and his highnefs almod con{{antly met 
at many public places, and frequently came away at the 
fame.tlpie ; anid me, the faid lady Grofveiior, the deponent 
Well remembers, went to one or two different linnners 
houfes^ particularly Mr, Colts, *a limner in Cavendi(n- 
iquare^ and Mi;. Miers, a limner in Covent-garden, a^a 
at one Mu Wilfon'sj in Covent-garden ; and this depohenf 
does verily believe, by.reafon of the intimacy fubfifting be^ 
tween the faid lady Grofyenor and his highnejfs, that flie 
went to fuch places to meet his bighiiefs, but the deponent 
cannot fay that he ever (aw his highnefs at any of the faid 
places, but the deponent was told by a perfon who faw him 
come from Mr. Colts's houfe, and which confirmed his bisf- 
iief; and this deponent faith.

walking, the deponent hath obferved them making up to

^deponent does alfo believe^ that he might call his highnef^ 
by the name of Jomi^ and ^his higl^^efs callecl ^his jepo^ 
nenr Tn^i that his highnefs a.nd this deponent Ipoked 
at fome bed-thambers ^t the faid inn^ and hi$ faid high- 
xiefs, or this deponent^ marked the door of the bed-cham- 
ber in whi<^ his highnef^. was to lay with chalk ; that 
they dined, at the faid mnj but this 4eponent cannot. at all 
recoiled, vrhetber bis hignieft. returned to the bed-chamber 
in the afternoon^ or bow he fpe«t the afternoon } rior canj 
this deponent re(^olk(5k, but k is poiTible he might fay, 
that they expeifted a farmer to meet them, to nay fomd 
money, but that if be dfd not come by fuchf a time/ that' 
they muft have a pcA-chaife^ and go to him } nor can this 
deponent recoiled, whether the faicf lady Grofvenor camqi 
to the faid inn at Towcefler that night or not^ but poflibly 
fke might j but thi» deponent hath forgot what pafTed aj 
fuch inn, ihfomuck tl^t he feardly remembers any thing 
pf the boufe | but this deponent does recoHedi feeing a car- 
riage co'me in at the faid inn at Towcefterj and tbis de- 
ponent, to the beft of his remembrance, wii$ informed that 
fuch carriage Was lady Grofvenor's; and thi$ deponent 
faith. That about eleven or twelve o'clock, his royal high- 
nefs, attended by this deponent, left the faid inn at Tow- 
cefter, having firft given dire^ions to the fervanc John, 
and returned to London ; he, this deponent, in confe- 
quence of his highnef&'s orders, to proceed wltH the 
horfes to Coventry, and befpeak beds for his highn€ffs and 
the deponent. And further to the faid afticTe he cannot 
depofe. — — To the thirteenth, thirty-firfty and thirtyffc? 
cond articles of the faid libel, he depofes and fay^, That 
his royal highnefs cane to London, as before mentionedj^ 
and ftaid part of the day in .London, and froni tHe.Ace fat 
off for Coventry, his faid highnefs and this deponent fra- 
telling poft all night; and in the morning, alJout eight 
o'clock, this, deponent cannot remember what day, tur in 
the faid month of Oflober, his faid highnefs the" dute of 
Cumberland, and this deponent, went on foot into the' 
yard belonging t6 the Bull-inn dt Coil'chtrjr, and hff 
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hlgiinefe.or this deponent, tib ^tfiinot (kv vMcfi, inquirol 
(f a'fefvanf did hot come there the nignt betbra, and bth 
fpeak beds for two gentlemen? and ihby w«re infbrAicd, 
that he had been there, and was gone away ; -and thhs de>- 

Joncnt believes, his fatd highnefe might beia^Htile angtyy^, 
nd might fay, that he ffaould have ftaid till Ihay came, 
or fomcthing to that effeft ; that they afterwhnfc went tQ 
the bed-chambers which had been tdken by the ftrvant ; 
f nd this deponent thought his highn«i$ intended to ky 
down, or go to bed, as he muft have been ^tigited by htn 
journey,;' and this deponent faith. That he k»nowg not 
whether the faid lady GroTvenor wa^^chen m the faid inn 
it Coventry or not; that his bighnefs and'tMa deponent 
had common furtout -coats, which were not buttoned 
tower than common; but this deponent does not recoiled 
that they were particularly mufted round their faces, but 
pofEbly the capes of their great coats might be round thdr 
necks, as the weather was cootifli ^ thftt his faighfrefi had

cH is deponent dses not recolle£i ever to have heard that

o'clock in the morning, he this deponent did attend 
bi3 royal highnefs to put him to bed, and at that time his 
Jtiighnefs was^aloiie In the faid bed-chamber; and the next 
inorning about fix or feven o'clock his faid highnefs, at-:

Grofvenor, he returned with this deponent to the* faid inn

hzi two pUin hats, and the deponent one plain and on^ 
laced, and the faid fervant Joh{\ onlv one hat to his know* 
Ifbdge; zni this deponent does npt at all recolIeA the changing 
ff ha^ or great coats, and believes thqy did not; but hi^ 
royal highneis had t^o great coats, and fonrietimes woreon^ 
and iofoetimes the other; and further to the faid article h^ 
cannot depofe. — To the forty- fixth article of the faid libel hQ 
depoff^ and fays, Th^t he ren^emhers that at one o£ the tifpes 
k yr^? rathV duflciih, and the country people w^re nUlkvpg 
^eir cows, when his royal higbnefs the duke of Cumberland 
met tbe£^i4 Wy Grofvenor \ and this deponent faith, Tha^ 
|iq d9es not know, nor has. any rei^r9n to believe, that at a|iy 
^019. w^en. bis highnefs fo ip^t the faid lady Grofvenor neai; 
^ (aid iQr4 Grofvenor*s beufe at Eaton, that he had thf 
carnal ufe ajpd knowledge of die body of the faid lady Grof- 
yenoc^ far h^V thisdeponent, did coriftantly attend hi^ 
higHnefs when he fo went to meet her ladyfhip, and always 
wa$ witbi^ iight, and alfo fe near a$ to hear them talking; 

gi this deponent never did then, or at any tii^e whatever, 
,of ob^rve any kind of connexion whatev^ between his^ 
^^hnefs ai^d the iaid lady Grofvenor, as map and woman i 
2Dfi this depon^uxt hath no reafo^ whatever to believe, that* 
tiiicy then, or at any other tinie, had any fuch conne^ioni^ 
and further to th? (aid article, he cannot depofe.— —To.thet 
forty-ieven]^ ^i|tjcle of the (aid Hbel he depofes and faysj. 
Th^t his higbnefs a^d tbe deponent proceeded from Mar- 
ford-hiil, aforefaid, to the faid inn, known by the fign of 
tb^ falcon in the. city of Ctxefter, where they had before 
^e^ andr tbe deponent believes that they drank tea there,^ 
^nd afteny^rds proceeded to Tarpoly, and going there they

day of November, as articulate, and they had with thein 

XVfO horfes, befide thofe they road themfelvts, that thty 

isvere drefied much in the fame manner as when they were 

flicsre before, that they lay there that night, that he believes 

tlie faid John Jones, m converfation with this deponent^ did 

alk him what they had done with the Toung *Sjulre^ or where 

lie was, thereby meaning his royal highnefs the duke of 

Cumberland ? and this deponent told him that he expected 

him with another gentleman that night or next day ; and

the faid lady Groivenor party in thiscaufe, to deliver her 
a parcel which his highnefs gave this deponent;* and, in 
confequence of fuch orders, he this deponent went to Chef- 
ter, and the evening of his arrival there, he wrote a letter to 
the faid Jady Grofvcnor in the name of R. Trufty, apd put 
the fame, or caufed the fame to be put in the office at Chef- 
ter, directed for lady Grofvenor at Eaton ; and he this de- 
. ponent, having now carefully viewed and perufed the faid 
. exhibit marked with the letter P, he doth fay. That he does 
not recolle£l the contents of the letter he fo wrote to the 
faid lady Grofvenor, but that fuch exhibit is to the fame 
purport or efFe£t as that he did write to her ladyfhip ; that 
this deponent who attended his highnefs into Chefhire, as 
beforementioned, and went upon that dccafion by the nai^e 
of Trufty, and he this deponent who Wrote arid fubfcribed 
the faid letter with the name t of R. Trufty, and put, or 
caufed the fame to be put into the general poft-office at 
Chefter aforefaid, is one and the fame perfon, and not di* 
vers ; iind he this deponent not hearing any thing from the 
faid lady Grofvenor on Sunday morning, went from Chef- 
ter towards Eaton, and eroded the ferry, and the deponent 
enquired of the feriyman, whether the family (meaning the 
faid lord Grofvcnor's family) were gone for London, and 
he was informed that his lordfliip was gone, and that my

his royal higbnefs, and his higbi/iefe toid this de^kieht that 
he was very nneafy, that he muft fee the faid lady Grof- 
venor if poffible^ to communicate to her ladyfliip the re- 
ports of the town relative to her ladyfliip and his highneis, 
that ihe might be more upon her guard, and hii htghnds 
cxpreiTed himftlf in words to that or the like cfEeA $ and 
the deponent by his hiahnefs's dirediohs, eot a hackney 
poft-chaife, and his highnefs^ attended by this deponeitty 
and drefled much as he was wheii he went into Chefhire, 
ulrent to the White Hart inn at St. Alban's ; alid this de* 
ponent believes that jthey might get there fome time in the 
merning of the twenty-firft day of December articulate^ 
but he cannot himfelf cecolle£t the day that they hreakfafted 
below flairs in the parlour, and after breakfaft enquired fbr 
a bed-*chamber, his highnefs not being very wdl, and hav- 
ing then a bad cold ; and they accordingly faw fome h6d^ 
chambers, and he, this deponent believes, that he himfeif 
objeded to fome as being cold for hfs highnefs, and M- 
deavoured to defcribe the bed-chamber w^re his highnefs^ 
lay before, but they were informed that fuch room was 
engaged ; that the fervant of th^ inn, he believes then 
fhewed a two-bedded room, which his royal bigfanefe ap« 
proved of; and the room he fo enquired after for hh high* 
irefs, was that in which bis highnefs lay when he went be- 
fore into Chefliire, and which this deponent afterwards^ 9tkd 
does believe adjoined to the room in which the faid lady 
Grofvenor lay, when her ladyfhip was, as he bdieves, g6- 
ing into Cheihire ; that he remembers going int9 a room 
where there was no fire-place, and the deponent obje£)!^d 
to it, but this deponent does not recoiled at firft refufidg 
the room which they afterwards bad, altho' tt mieht be fo, 
as his highnefs mignt rather choofe a fingle-'bed(kid roonk ;

JOHN BURTON, waiter at the Saracen's Head, in 
the town of Towcefter, in the county of Northamp- 
ton, aged 29 years, a witnefs produced and fworn.T— To 
the twenty-ninth_and forty- (eve nth articles of the ^laiH li- 
bel, he depofes and fays. That for fevcral years he hath 
known by fight the right honourable Richard lord Grof- 
venor, and the right honourable Henrietta lady Grofvenor 
his wife, the other party in this caufe, by their ufing the 
Si racen's Head in the town of Towcefter,. in the county of 
Northampton, where he, thfs d'eponent, hath lived for 
upwards of ten years. And he further faith. That on a 
Tuefday, in the latter end of the month of OiSober laft, 
about two o'clock in the afternoon, three perfons, ftran- 
gers to this deponent, came to the taid inn known by the 
name of the Saracen's Head, ih Towcefter aforefaid,* on 
horfeback, having each of them a pair of new faddle-bags 
to their horfes : that they appeared to him, this deponent, 
to be in difguife, and pafTed for farmers : that two of the 
faid perfons dined together below-ftairs in the parlour^ 
and loon afterwards went up into bed-chambers, which 
they had feen before dinner, and he, this deponent, at- 
tended upon them at and during diYiner; and they fpoke 
to each other by the name of farmer-, and He, 'this depo-* 
nent, alfo waited upon them when they were above-ftairs, 
and one of the. faid perfons, whofe name he believes to 
be Giddings, as articulate, he, this deponent, having fince 
(tea him at^the duke of Cumberland's houfe in Pall-mall^ 
and been told that his name was. Giddings, faid, ^h^t 
they expe^cfd a farir^r to meet them to pay them fome mo- 
ney; and that if he did not come by twelve o'clock that 
'night, they muft have a poft-chaife, and go and.iee for 
him : that one of the faid perfons was drefled in a brown 
great coat, muffled round his neck, and had either a black 
wig on, or hair which hung about his neck, and his hat, 
which was a round one, was pulled down over bis face ; 
fo that this deponent could not fee much of his face ; that 
from what he did fee, he, this deponent, does verily be- 
litve, that fuch perfon, difguifed as aforefaid, was his

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i*yal WgKneTs the duke prGiimbcrland, thfe deponent hatving 
ften WsroyaHiighncfe; and fuch perfon, whom this deponent 
believes to be his highnefs, talked to this deponent whilft 
theywere above<-itairs, and inquired of this deponent, who 
yfrtre in the houfe ? and -where they laid the paflengers that 
CBme in theftage-coaches? and fuch inquiry caufed this de- 
ponent, together with their appearance, -to fufpeft that 
th*y were not lb /hoheft as they (hould be j and therefore 
he-, this deponent, told' his mailer as mach, with his 
reafons; and- in confequence thereof, two of the people 
belonging to the inn fat up till they went away, which 
this deponent believes was between twelve and one o'clock 
in the corning, in a poft-chaife, towards London. And 
this deponent faith, ^h2it about five p'clock ih the after- 
noon of the fame day, whilft thefaid perfons were at the 
^aid inn, the faid lady Grofvenor, party in this caufe, ar- 
rived at the faid inn,, and ftaid at the ^aid inn the whole 
Dight^ and between ten and eleven o'clock the next . morn*

xleponent's recollection, in about a fortnight or three

and, be believes, in the month of January laft; and be, 
this refpondent, fo faw him for the purpofe t>f knowing 
whether it was the fame pcrfpn that he fo faw. at TqwpeN 
ter, as mentioned in his aforegoing depoiltion^ and he, 
tl)is refpondcnt, does believe .his highnefs to be tlie very 
perfon be iaw difguifed, as aforefaid, at Towcefter.

That for four years paft, 
fhe hath lived at the inn known by the nanie ot the Four 
CrofTes, in the parifh of Wolverhampton, in the county 
of %aifprd; and till the beginning of thi$ pr^fent year, 
ihe, this xieponent, was the chambermaid at the laid inn ; 
That.fh.e knows lord and lady Qrofvenor, the parties in 
this caufC)^ and r came to know them by their ufing the 
faid inn, And |he further faith, Th^t oh Th-vrfday, . the 
26th day of Prober lafl, a gentleman, then a ifranger to 
ihi^ deponent, but whom file now well knows was his 
royal highnefs Henry^Fred^rick duke of Cumberland, at- 
tended by two fe^yant^, came on bprfeback to.the faid inix, 
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called the Four CrofleSy about two o'clock iti the af}4N 
tioon, and fotin afterwards this deponent attended his 
higbnefs^. in order to fee the bed-chambers; and his 
highnefs iixed upon a fingle-bedded room for himfelf, iii

That 
he this deponent ufed to drive the coach for the faid lady 
Grofvenor in the day time, very frequently in the fpring of 
the liA year, and in the fummer, till about the month of 
O^ober laft, when the faid lord and lady Grofvenor went 
into Che country; and this deponent faith. That <he v^ry 
frequently ufed to drive the faid lady Grofvenor to one

haberdafher's (hop in Coventry-ftreet, the bottom of Picca- 
dilly,- he hath received orders from her ladyfliip to go up 
Pall-mall, and they generally flopped at the faid perfumers 
twice a day, and there this deponent apprehended the faid 
lady Grofvenor received fome meifage pr card from the 
iaid duke of Cumberland, and this deponent b^th feveral 
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Ciniety fometimes tw6 or three times a week, fometimes tw<»' 
or three days together, gone from Pall-mall to Kenfingtoti* 
gardens, where the faid royal highnefs ufed to meet her la« 
cjfkip, and the deponent very frequently drove her lady«i 
fiiip to the houfe of the articulate Mrs. Reda ; and thia 
deponent further faith. That being but in an indifferent- 
ftate of health he feldom or ever drove her ladyflilp of aa 
evening, but he hath at times drove her to Vauxhall, Ra-^ 
neiagh, and this deponent hath obferved his royal highnefe 
the duke of Cumberland, whop he well knows, generallf 
to gda little before or a little after the faid lady Grofvener, 
and rather before, and fometimes rather after her ladyfliip's 
coach hath been called, his faid royal highnefs the duke of 
Cumberland's fervants have been called, and further to the

palace and in the gardens for three or four hours together, 
and on fome of the days (he was fo there the wind blew very 
bard, and for two or three days together it rained ' very 
much, and (he the faid lady Grofvenor could not at fuch 
times be walking in the gardens, bat nrtuft have been fn the 
boufe, becaufe if otherwife hercloaths muft have appeared 
wet, and (he mutt have been very wet, which (he was not, and 
all the times, except once, there was a hackney ^oach 
waiting with the deponent, andthehackney-troachmen and 
the deponent have dr'ank together; and fuch hackney- 
coachmen did conftantly tell this deponent, that they 
brought his faid royal highnefs' the duke of Cumberland 
thete, and that they waited to carry hinri back, and this' 
deponerit faith, That the latter end of September lafl, when 
the weather was co)d, he this deponent'fat the faid lady 
Grofvenor and Mifs Vernon doWn at the faid gate, which 
kd to the gardens belonging to the faid palace at Ken- 
fington, and it was then about feven o'clock in the evening 
and the deponent went from thence to London to carry 
Mrs. Hill, the faid lady Grofvenor's fifter, home, who had 
been with her and Mifs Vernon to fee her ladyfhip's chil- 
dren at Craven-Hill, near Kenfington Gravel-pits, and the 
deponent returned to Kenfington to fetch his lady back, 
and (he the faid lady GroArenor and Mifs Veriion returned 
from thence to London between ten and eleven o'clock, as 
he now beft recolle6^s, and this deponent further faith.

nor was fo at the palace at Kenfington) and (he the faid 
lady Grofvenor had the carnal ufe and knowledge of each 
others bodies, and committed the crime of adultery together ; 
and al.fo, becaufe the faid lady Grofvenor at all other 
times and places^ when the deponent happened to attend

went into the diiFerent places, her hair and drefs being no 
ways difordered or tumbled, and (he the faid lady Grof- 
venor ^ho wore pbwde/in her hair, always feemed to have 
1^ powder in her. hair when fhe came from the palace thaa 
when (he firfl: went in, and further to the faid articles he 
cannot depofe. — To the» thirty-eighth article of the faid 
libel he canhotdepofe.>^To the fifty-fifth article of the 
faid libel, and to the exhibit or paper- writing marked with 
khe letter L, therein nleaded and exhibited, appearing to bt 
a copy of a letter from the faid lady Grofvenor to her fitter 
the faid Mifs Vernon, he faith, Ihat having feen the let- 
ters ** Sc ■ ■ ; ■■■ws,*' and" the paragraph leading thereto^ 
ftnd applying to fuch word being read to him, that he doet 
believe by the faid letters " Sc- — —— ws,*Mn the faid ex- 
hibit. Will meant and ^intended the f<^id Scarborrow, b^ 
him before - mentioned, who is perfumer to ,his faid 
royal highnefs th^doke of Cumberland, and lives oppoftte 
to his higfanefs's'houfe in Pall-mall, beca«fe, as by him 
before depofed, lie ufed very frequently to drive th<^ faid 
ladj. Grofvenor to the faid Scarborrows in Pal)-ma)l, and 
there thh deponent imagined that mefiages or cards were 
left by his faid royal higbnefs, for the faid lady Grofvenor^ 
and becaufethe faid Scarlnrow hiAffelf once omitted to deli'- 
ver the meflage, or card, or letter, andtan afer the coach 
and deliveredlhe meflage or letter to his lady in the c»ach, 
thej in Pall-mall 5 anJ further to the faid article he cannot 
depofe^.

fquare, fome ihort time after her faid fitter had lain-in, a 
meflage was brought into the bed-chamber by the faid lady 
Grofvenor's maid, he the faid lord Grofvenor being thep 
in the bed-chamber, that the afore-mentionect^ Mrs. Reda 
had fent the patterns for her ladyttiip ; and thereupon the 
faid lady Qrofvenor defired this deponent to go and receive 
the patternsj^ which this deponent accordingly did, and (he 
ibon afterwards returned with a parcel, which ihe this de- 
ponent delivered to tRe fafd lady Grofvenor ; and the fai4 
lord Grofvenor defired the faid lady Grofvenor to let him 
fee the' patterns, which (he the faid lady Grofvenor refufcd ; 
and thereupon his lordO^ip infifted upon feeing the parcel

from the faid lady Grofvenor by force ; and flie th;s depo- 
nent well knowing the fituation of the faid lady Grofvc- 
ftor her fitter^ (he baying very lately lain*-in, ihe believes 
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iiot a week, and that (be could not bear the force that my* 
lord was Mfing, by pinching he^ hand to wreft the papers- 
from her^ fhe this deponent did go to the a0iftance of her 
faid iiQer, and took the faid lord Grofvenor by the coat, 
m order to pull him away, and the faid lord Grofvenor 
. turned round to th^ deponent, and pulbed her away ; and 
this deponent cannot fay whether the letter or papers which 
the faid lady Grofvenor received in the faid parcel werQ, 
tore by her» whilft flie and the faid lord Grofvenor were 
Struggling together, or whether they were tore by the (aid 
lady Grofvenor whilft his lordfhip fo turned round add, 
pumed this deponent away : and the faid lord Grofvenor, 
took the bits of paper which were fo torn .from her the 
faid lady Grofvenor, and left the room $ and foon afterwards 
tetiirned into the faid lady Grofvenor's bed-chamber feem* 
ingly very cool, and, fpeaking to the faid lady Grofvenor 
faid.

lady Grofvenor mentioned; but fuch parcel did contaia 
fome trimmings for a fack : and (he this deponent having 
now feen the f^id feveral bits of paper-writing marked and 
numbered as aforefaid, (he faith, that (he cannot, at |hi3 
diftance of time, take upon her to fay whether the faid feve- 
ral bits of paper- writing now produced and. (hewn to her,' 
are or are not the feveral bits of paper-wricing fo by hiin the 
faid lofd Grofvenor taken from her the faid lady Grofvenor^ 
but (he this deponent feeing that the faid paper* writing 
marked No. lo. is addreifed to lady Grofvenor, and if the 
faid feveral other bits of paper-writings are part of or be- 
longing to that marked io»(he this deponent doth fuppofei, 
that by the words ** little angel" and " you "mentioned in

other perfon: aiid this deponent does fuppofe, that by the

in the faid exhibit or paper-writing F, and 'the word^ 
«• my deareft dear life" mentioned in a poftfcript thereto, 
and the words ** To his royal highnefs the duke of Cum- 
fcerland," appearing to be fubfcribed on the faid envelope 
or cover, was meant and intended his faid royal highneft 
Henry- Frederick duke of Cumberland, and no Other perfon } 
and that by the word ** Reda," twice mentioned in the 
faid exhibit marked F, and once in the poftfcript, was 
meant and intended the aforefaid Mrs. Reda, whom the 
faid lady Grofvenor employed as a milliner ; and by the 
word D, from the tenor of the faid exhibit, ihe believes was 
meant and intended the countefs D'onholf, with whom the 
faid lady Grofvenor was acquainted; and ihe further 
^faith. That ftie knows not the hand-writing of his royal 
highnefs the duke of Cumberland, having never feen his high-

in that marked D, and the word ^^ Harriet" mentioned in 
the fecond and laft line of the quotation from Prior's 
poems, therein-mentioiKd, the words ** my ever deareft 
little angel, lovely deareft foul, dear you, adorable petite 
creature, ma chere petite bijoux," mentioned in that 
marked E, and by the words '' To lady Grofvenor" appear- 
ing to be fuperfcribed in thofe marked B, C, and £, was 
meant and intended the faid Henrietta lady Grofvenor, 
party in this caufe ; and by the letter D appearing in that 
mjarked B, C, and £, and the words and letters Reda, ap- 
pearing in that marked E, was meant and intended the faid 
countefs Donholf and Mrs. Reda herein before- mentioned^ 
and further to the faid articles fee cannot depofe. — To the 
twenty-third article of the faid libel fee depofes and fays. 
That feveral times in the courfe of laft fummer fee was in 
company with her fifter the faid hdy Grofvenor, in the 
gardens within Grofvenor-fquare, when fee was met by 
his faid royal highnefs the duke of Cumberland, and they 
fo went there when it was darkife, and fometimes might 
ftay till it was dark, his highnefs walking with the laid 
lady Grofvenor and this deponent ; but this deponent ne- 
ver left her faid fifter, otherwife than that fee might run 
on a little before, when they were about going away, to 
fee if the man wa^ at the door or gate of the gardens, to let 
them out ; and fee this deponent doth not know, nor hath 
any reafon to believe, that iiis faid royal highnefs the 
duke of Cumberland then, -or at any other rime, ever had 
the carnal ufe or knowledge of the body of the faid* lacfy 
Grofvenor ; and further to the faid article fee cannot de- 
pofe— To the twenty- fourth and twenty- fifth articles of 
the faid libel fee depofes and fays. That in the courfe of 
hft fummer fee this deponent did feveral tinies go with her 
fitter the faid lady Grofvenor in her coach to Kenfington- 
gardens, in the county of Middlefex, and there met his 
faid royal highnefs the duke of Cumberland: that fome- 
times they walked in the gardens, and fometimea were ifi 
the apartments within the royal palace there ; but fee this 
deponent, to the beft of her recolledion and belief, never 
did^ leave ker fifter the fiiid lady Grofvenor alone for any 
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time with his faighnefs : that Ihe this depopent did, as (he 
believes, fometimes leave the faid room in which the dube 
of Cumberland and the faid lady Grofvenor were together 
for a few minutes, and walked intp other rooms, for the 
purpofe of feeing the rooms, or pictures in the reoms ; but 
ihe did not think any harm in fo doing, not having any 
kind of fufpicion of any improper connexions between his

minutes : and this deponent had no kind of fufpicion, nor 
<loes fhe know, or has the leaft reafon to believe, that his 
faid royal' highnefs the duke of Cumberland had the carnal 
ufe or knowledge of the body of the faid lady Grofvenor, 
at either of the faid times that this deponent fo went with 
her, or at any other time, to her knowledge or belief* 
and this deponent faitb, the faid lady Grofvenor did not 
communicate to her her intentions of going privately to 
fee his- royal highnefs, nor was (he this deponent privy 
thereto ; i)ut her faid lifter has called upon this deponent 
at ten or eleven o'clock in the evening, and told this 
deponent that fhe was come to eat a bit of fupper with her ; 
but did not teli where ihe had been, otherwife than that 
(he had been viiiting ; and once the faid lady C^r ofvenor 
mentioned, that file had been to lady Harrington's ; and 
further to the faid article fhe cannot depofe, fave the faid 
lady Groivenor, when ihe came to this depcinent between 
ten and eleven o'clock, or late in the evening, as afore- 
mentioned, did not appear to this deponent to have her 
xrloaths or head-drefs any ways rumpled or difordered.

ANN GRIFFITHS, of Barnhill, in the county of 
Chefter, widow, aged thirty-two years, a witneis 
produced and fworn. — To the thirty-eighth article of the 
laid libel (he depofes and fays. That for about five years 
laftpaftlhe has kept the Feathers, an inn at Barnhill, in the 
county of Chefter, and by that means came to know the 
right honourable Richard lord Grofvenor, party in this 
caiife, and the right honourable Henrietta lady Grofvenor, 
his wife, by their calling at the deponent's houfe in theijr 
way to his lordihip's feat at Eaton in Cheihire, and in their 
way to London ; and this deponent faith,That on a Saturday 
in the tatter end of the month of October laft, which day 
the faid lady Grofvenor, party in this caufe, paiTed by this 
deponent's houfe, in her way to Eaton, two perfons, ftran<- 
gcrs to this deponent^ came to her houfe at Barnhill afore- 

faiJ, 
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laid, with a fervant who was called Jdlih ; an^ one of tiii 
faid pcrfons, whom this deponent now yell knows, was 
kis royal highnefs the duke of Cumberland, (the deponent 
having ften him fince fhe hath been in London,) was 
drelled in a browniOi coat, and whitifli waiftcoat ; that be 
had a dark-coloured wig on, and a hat which (Tapped over 
his face ; that when he came in the morning, he had a 
grfeat coat on, which he pulled ofF, as he intended ftaying 
part of the day at the deponent's faid houfe. ; that about 
one o'clock of the faid day, the faid lady Grofvcnor paiTed 
by the deponent's faid' houfe, and in about half an 
" hour afterwards, his faid royal highnefs the duke of Cum- 
berland, with the perfon who was with him, left the de- 
ponent's faid houfe, attended by the fervant who was called

That for about fourteen or fifteen years laft paft he hath 
known the right honourable Richard lord Grofvenor, par- 
ty in 'this caufc, by his ufing the deponent's houfe, being 
an inn known by the name of the FourCrofles in the 
county of Stafibrd, in his way to and from Chefliire, and 
bath. known the right honourable Henrietta lady Grofvenor, 
his wife, the other party in this caufe, for about ttn years, 
her ladylhip previous to her marriage with the faid lord 
Grofvenor, living ibout four miles from the deponent's 
faid houfe ; and be further faith.

fecond articles of tke iaid libel (he depofes and fays, 
That for about five years laft paftfhe hath known the 
right honourable Richard lord Grofvenor, and the right 
honourable Henrietta lady Grofvenor, his wife,- the parties 
in this^caufe, and came foto know them by their uiing the 
fiull-inn at Coventry, where this depenent lived as Cham- 
bermaid fpt feveral years, and io €he month of January 
laft I and (he furthef faith^ That fometime in the montb 
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of QAober laft, about three o'clock in the afternoon, a 
perfon, then and ftill a ftranger to the deponent, came to 
the faid Bull-inn at Coventry, where the deponent then 
lived as chambermaid, with two horfes beiides that on 
which he rode, and on the (aid two horfes were faddle-bags ; 
and the faid perfon defiring to fee the bed-chambers for two 
gentlemen, who he faid were coming, (he this deponent 
attended him for that purpofe ; that he refufed to have a 
room with two beds in it, and made choice of two Angle- 
bedded rooms, one of which was the beft room, and the 
other at fome diftance, and both the doors of the faid rooms 
fuch perfon marked with chalk, and faid, that if the gen- 
tlemen did not come, that he would pay for the beds i and 
this deponent faith.

^ ly Elizabeth Newton of King-ftreet, in the pariftr of 
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St. Ann's, Wcftminftcr; iri the county of MiiilcCex, agcrf 
nineteen and upwards, a wiihefs produced and fworh. 
To the fecond article of the faid allegation this deponent 
faith. That fhe knows the right hondurabI6 Richard, lord 
Grofvenor, party in this caufe, and hath known hitn for 
about three year$ paft, and came to know him firft by fre« 
quently feeing him at publfc places, in cpmparty with other 
gentlemen ; and from the time the deponent firft knew his 
lordlhip he ufed to call her by the name of Hornpipe ; that 
in the month of May, one thoufand feven hundred ^nd 
iixty nine, (he, the deponent, went to Epfom races in a 
poft-chaife, in company with another lady, and faw the 
faid lord Grofvenor upon the race ground in his phaeton. 
In company with Sir Thomas Frederick ; that the deponent 
ordered her chaife to drive up by the the fide of the photon, 
when the faid lord Grofvenor teeing the dc;ponent, faid to 
Sir Thomas Frederick in the deponent's hearing, *• There 
is Hornpipe ! " and hjs lordfhip fpoke to the deponent, and 
defired Sir Thomas Frederick to get out of his phxtoh, and 

So to the other lady in the deponent's chaife \ and he alfo 
efired the deponent to get into his phaeton, and ride round 
khe courfe with him, which the deponent agreed to, and 
got into hi^ iordlhip*s phaeton accordingly, who drove on, 
and foon afterwards overturned the phaton *^ upon which the 
deponent being much frightened, faid Ihe would go imme- 
diately to the Kling's-head at Epfom, which his lordlhip' 
agreea to, and faid, as foon as the race was over, he would 
come to the deponent there 5 tjiat the deponent went to the 
King*s-head inn at Epfom, accordingly, and between the 
hours of eight and nine o'clock that evening, which was/ 
Tuefday, his lordfhip came toher^ and they flipped together 
there : after which, about eleven o'clock that nighty they' 
fetrred together to a private houfe, oppofitfc the inn, Wherd 
a bed was provided ; and the faid Richard, lord Qrofvenorj: 
and the deponent undreffed themfelve^, and wefitto bed to- 
gether, liaked and alone, where they remained for iipwards 
of an hour^ and had the carnal ufe and knowledge of each 
bthets bodies, and colfiiif^ttfed the crime of adultery j after 
which, his lordlhip left ^deponent in bed, and gave her 
five guineas^ then went away. That one night in thrf 
month of April one thoUfand fcven hundred and feventyv 
fee, the deponent being in bed at her lodgings in King*s-^ 
ftreet, Soho, was fcnt for about twelve o'clock by loti 
Qrofvenor^ taahoufe the upptr end pf fiow-ftreet, Coven t^^ 
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garden, then kept by one Bettv Jobnfon^ 1>ut the dq^nent 
not being veiy well (he refufed to go ; that his Idrdfhip fent 
three times afterwards the fame morning for the deponent, 
and at laft, about fix o'clock in the mornings (he went with 
the /aid Betty Johnfon« who came herfelf to the (kid lord 
Grofvenor, at fhe faid Betty John(pn*s houfc in Bow- 
ftreet aforefaid, and (he found hij? lord(hip in bed there.

complained of want of bed-cloaths, whereupon the bell 
was rung, and a woman, whofe name is ■ ■ Grinfield,

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Jbimrelf had quarrelled^ and that he was determined to have 
a divorce, and that then the deponent fliould live vith hi^i 
jc;onftantly, till which time he advlfed her to live with her 
'/riends Jn the country 5 and alfo*toId her, that he woufd 
maintain her, or lie exprefled hlmfelf in words to, fi\i^t 
'tSe^', and the fa^^, lord Grofvenojritien al(b told this'de*

Jotte Hayes ^ that ^e deponent accordingly, foon after> 
quitted the houfe of the faid Charlotte. Hayes, and weiit to 
CheAer to an inn there, jcnown by the tign of the Talcoju 
and ftaid there all nignt ; and the next day, the f4id,lpra 
Grofvenor beinff returned from Newmarket, atte^ded^the 
mayor of Chemr to. church upon^ibme public occafion ^ 
and the deponent alfo wept to church^, where his lordifhip 
faw her, and, foon after bis return from church, he wrote 
a letter to the deponent,, which was delivered to her by

lord Grofvenor that (he had applied to her friends, but that 
they were not willing for her to ftay in the country with 
them ; upon which his lordfhip declared to the deponent, 
that as lady Grofvenor was then in the country, he was 
afraid hisconne£lions with the deponent would come to her 
knowledge, and he therefore propofed to the deponent ta 
;eturn to London, but not to live in London, and if ihe 
^{iprQved of itj^ he would ^ive her a letter ^ one Mrs. 
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Mol^fwcnrth^ otherwife Deline, at Craven-hill, nearKenfing^ 
ton ; that the deponent agreed to go to' the faid Mrs. Mohf" 
.worth, otherwife Deline, and his lordfliip wrote a letter to 
her accordingly, recommending the deponent as an at* 
quaihtance of his, who was come to London in order t§ 
^et a place^ and in the mean time defired her, the faid 
Irs. Molefwortb, otherwife Deline, to take care that the 
deponent did fiot want any thing, and he would call upoa 
her, as foon as he (hould come to London, and fatisfy her j 
or fach letter was in words to that effrd ^ that at thefame 
time the deponent told his lordfhip (he wanted money, and 
his lordfhip informed her that the dake of Cumberland was 
dead, and he gave her money for the expences of her 
foiirney, and other neceflaries, as well as for moarti- 
ihg bn account of the death of the duke of Cumberland ;

&nd this was and is triie, and the party proponent doth gl- 
}cdge and propound as before. 

1 2th. Alfo that the faid countefs D'onbofT continued 
Cut of town for fome t^me after the faid lady Grofvenor 
(b went to her houfe to meet his royal highnefs th<^ duke 
of Cumberland, as mentioned in the next preceding arti- 
jcle; and during the faid time, they, the faid lady Grofve- 
nor and the duke of Cumberland, qiet at her (aid houfe 
about four different times; at which times he, the faid 
duke of Cumberland^ always went thither m a hitckney- 
chair, without any fervant, andinuffled up in a great cpat,< 
' ' * ' • ' ' ' ' tQ 
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to prevent being knowi^; that fometimes he cime firft, 
and went up ftairs and waited till the faid lady Grofvenor 
came I and at other times flie came firft, and waited for 
his faid royal highnefs ; and at fuch times they enquired 
for each other a? brother and iifter : that at the faid feve« 
ral times they (o met at the faid houfe, they generally camp 
at or about feven, and ftayed till near ton and fometimes 
till eleven o^dock at nrgi^t, and were, always in the faid , 
di,hiiig-roorn alone together, in which there was a couch. 
And the party proponent doth exprefslv alledge and pro* 
pound, that they, the &id lady Gronrenor and his faid 
royal highnefs the duke of Cumberland; met at the (aid 
faoufe, in order to carry on their faid amour with the moec 
privacy and fecrecy ; there being no perfon at fuch times 
in the faid houfe, but the faid maid-fervant ; and the faid 
lady Grofvenor and his faid royal highnefs the duke of 
Cumberland, at the feveral times they fo met there as 
aforefaid, did not call or ring for candles, but remained 
together in the faid dining-room till after it had been a 
long time dark, which the faid fervant obferving, ufed to 
carry candles to them of her own accord ; • that the firft 
time fhe did fo, (he was going to fet them upon a table at 
the end of the room where they were then fitting, but his 
faid royal highnefs ordered her to take . them to the other 
end ot the room, and feemed greatly afraid the (aid fer« 
vant (hould fee his face. And the party proponent doth 
alledge and propound^ that at all times they, the (aid 
lady Grofvenor and his faid royal hiehnefs the duke of 
Cumberland, fo met at the faid houle as afore(aid, they 
had the carnal ufe and knowledge of each others body, 
and thereby committed the crime of adultery together ;

to her by means of the faid countefs D'onhoPs fervant,^ 
who delivered the fame to her lady(hip privately and fe- 
cretly, and unknown to the faid lorid GVofvenor^ and this

of receiving orders from the faid lady GrofvenorVon; fome 
miJIenery goods, came to the faid lord Grofvenor's houfe, 
and by order of the faid lady Grofvenor,. was. fliewui up 
into her bedchamber, where (be was in bed ; that the j&id 
lord Grofvenor foon afterwards came into the fatd bed--

did, and doth, alledge, that they are the very letters found 
by the faid lord Grofvenor in the pockets of the laid lady 
Grofveiior, when he took the fame from her, and by her '

Hannah Birch^ as particularly mentioned in the next pre* 
ceding article; and that thofe marked B, C, D, and £, are 
letters wrote by his feid royal highnefs the duke of Cumber-^ 
and, and by him fent l;o the faid lady Grofvenor, during 
the time his roiyal highnefs was on board his Majefty's faid 
frigate, Venus ; and that the whole feries and contents' 
thereof, and the fuperfcriptions appearing to be wrote on

** the angel of my foul, joy and happinefs;" in that marked 
C, the words, •* my dear little angel," " my deareft love," 
•* my dear loVe," *' my love," " your dear felf-angel of my 
** heart," *^ my dear angel," *^ thou moft amiable and 
•* deaifeft little creature," and, ** joy of niy life," mention- 
ed in that marked D, and the word, *' Harriot" men- 
tioned Jn the fecond and laft line of the quotation from 
Prior's ppems therein mentioned, the words, " My ever 
<* deareft little angel," " lovely deareft foul," "dear you," 
•' adorable petite creature, macnere petite bijoux," mention- 
ed in that marked £ ; and by the words, *' To lady Grof- 
venor" appearing to be fuperfcribed on thofe marked B ,C, 
and £, was meant and intended the faid Henrietta, lady^ 
Grofvenor, party in this caufe, and no other perfon what- 
ever ; and by the letter D appearing ia thofe marked B, C, 
and £, and the words and letters Mrs. Reda appearing in 
that marked £, was meant and intended the faid countefs 
D'onboiF, and Mrs. Mary Reda herein before-mentioned ; 
and that by the words, *' my deareft friend," " dear, dear 
** frfend," ** my dear foul," **my dear little frienfl," " my 
** deareft friend," **mon adorable ami, montres chereame, 
•* my deareft foul," twice mentioned in the foid exhibit or 
paper- writing marked F, and the words, ** my deareft life," 
mentioned in a poftfcript thereto 5 and the words, ** to his royal 
*• highnefs the duke of Cumberland," appearing to be m- 
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p^fcribed on the faid envelope or cover, was meant and ttl«» 
tended his faid r^yal highnefs Henr^ Frederick duke of 
Cumberland^ herein before feveral times mentioned, and 
no other perfon ; and by the word *^ Reda" twice mentioned 
in the faid exhibit mariced F, and once in the faid poftfcript, 
and the letter D9 once mentioned in the faid exhibit^ was 
meant and intended the faid Mrs. Reda, and the countefs 
D'onhoiF before- mentioned, and no other perfon or perfons 
whatever, and this was and is true, and the party propo- 
nent doth alledge and propound as before. 

2 1 ft. That the day after the faid lord Grofvenor had ta- 
ken the faid letters -from his wife, the faid lady Grofvenor, 
as herein before mentioned, fhe, the faid lady Grofvenor in 
talking with the faid Hannah Birch her feryant upon what 
had paflTed on that occafion, faid to her, ^* If ^you had been 
*^ a fervant, I could have trufted to have conveyed a note, 
*< I need not have put myfelf in other people's power, for I am 
^< in many people^s power ; I have often thought of mention- 
^^ ing it to you, but expedled you would exclaim againft 
*' it,, which would have been very difagreeable to me;" to 
which the faid Hannah Birch replied, '^ fhe fhould have 
*< been very forry to have difobltged herladylhip, butif ihe 
** had propofed it, (he certainly fhould have refufed carrying 
*' a note,* or any thing of that kind, tho* fhe had been turn- 
*' ed. out of doors for refuiing ;" upon which the faid lady 
Grofvenor faid, <^ I expe&d it, and was forced to put my- 
*^ felf in other people's power ; but, when a woman is de- 
'^ termined to proceed, in that way, it is not in a ferrant's 
*' power to prevent it ^^ to which the faid Hannah Birch 
replied, '^ fhe believed not, but if fhe could not prevent ir, 
' *• fhe would not encourage it," for fhe believed ** theeafier 
^* thofe things were done, the more it encouraged fuch pro* 
*' ceedings ;" as they, the faid lady Grofvenor and Hannah 
Birch expreiled themfelves in words to that or the like effed, . 
and the partv proponent doth alledge and propound, that in 
and by the (aid .converfatlon, fhe, the faid lady Grofvenor, 
meant and alluded to her adulterous intercourfe with his 
faid royal highnefs the duke of Cuntberland, and the con- 
fidants fhe had in fuch amour, and with a view to make 
trial of her the faid Hannah Birch, how far fhe would af- 
fift her in the further profecution thereof; and this was

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22d. That previous to the faid lord Grofvenor's difctf^ 
very of the amour between her, the fail lady Grofvenof 
and his faid royal highnefs the duke of Cumberland, and 
before his taking any or either of the letters herein before* 
mentioned from her, he frequently aflced her, the faid 
lady Grofvenor, When ihe thought ihe fliould be well 
enough to go with him to his feat inChefhire? but (he 
cvad^ the faid queftion as often and as long a« (he couM, 
or only anfwered in general, ^* On her recovery ;" and tho* 
the queftion was often repeated, yet Ihe always found {otnt 
cxcufe for not fixing the time for her goings and when . 
ber health would no longer avail her as an excufe, ihe then 
took advantage of her fitter, Mrs. Hill being with child, to 
fay, (he could not leave her fifter in that fituationj and 
muft ftay till her deltlrery : But the party proponent doth 
alledge and propound. That fuch excufes were only cal* 
culated to delay the time of her leaving; London, till his 
faid royal highnefs the duke of Cumberland (hould rtturti 
to town from his aforefaid cruize, as appears from the faid 
exhibit, or paper-writing, marked F, hereunto annexed, 
and herein'before pleaded and exhibited, and to which the 
party propondit craves leave to refer, in fupply of proof 
of this article; and this was and is true, and the party 
proponent doth alledge and propound as before. 

23d. Ths^ his faid royal highnefs the duke of Camber- 
land returned from his afore^id cruize, to London, the 
latter end of July or the beginning of Auguft laft ; from 
which time they, the laid Henrietta lady Grofvenor and 
his faid royal highnefs, renewed theijr laid perfonal adul- 
terous intercourfe, and were almoft conftantly together at 
publick and private places, and left the fame generally at 
one ahd th^ fame time together, in the fame manner as 
mentioned in the eighth article of this libel ; and even 
carried their faid illegal intercourfe and conne£tioit fo- 
openly, as to meet in the gardens within Grofvenor-fquare, 
in the county of Middlefex, direi^ly oppofice the faid 
lord Grofvenor's houfe in the faid fquare, and there have 
been feen together alone for feveral hours ; and they alfo 
renewed their faid frequent meetings together alone at the 
faid Mary Reda's in Pall-mall, and at other houfes which 
fhc kept ; whereas before they ufed to be in the faid room 
up ftairs behind the (hop, in the faid houfe in Pall-mall, 
and in other rooms in th^ faid other houfes kept by the 
faid Mrs. Reda i and at fuch times, and in the faid places^'

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diey, the faid lady GroTvenor and the faid duke of Cum*' 
berlandy had the carnal ufe and knowledge of eaehothera 
body, and thereby committed the crime of adultery toge^^

24th, That in the iponth of September laft, fhe, the 
Aid iUdy Ofofyeiior, went in her coach to Kenrington** 
gardens i and almoft a$ foon as ihe could get, out of her 
CQ^t hia faid foy^il bighnefs the duke of Cumberland alfo 
jcame to the gate of the faid gardens in a hackney«>coach ; 
and thi$y went together into the faid gardens, and from 
abenjce to apartments . in the royal palace there, which his 
/aid royal higbnefs has kept for himfelf, where they ftaid for 
two or three hours alone together, and there alfo had the 
carnal ufe and knowledge of each other's bodies, and 
Jlbereby committed the crime of adultery together; and 
^his waa and is true, and the party proponent doth al« 
iedge and propound aj^ before* 

%$ih. Alfo that in the month of OAober following, 
ibe, the faid lady Qrqfvenor, went twice to the faid gar^ 
jdena at Kenfington, and his faid royal higbnefs the duke 
fiti Cumberland alfo met her there ^ at each of the faid 
^imes, be coming in a hackney-coach i that both thofe 
days were very wet : that they then alfo went to his faid 
royal higbw&'s apar^nents in the palace there, and ftaid 
in a roon> there alone, fpr two or three hours each day« 
And the paity propone^ dp^h alledge and propound, that 
•s well at the&id times, as at the times mentioned in the 
next preceding article, his faid roval highnefs ordered the 
man who kept the door of the faid gardens, at which they 
Virent in, that if any perfqn (hould come there to inquire 
for bini 9t lady Grc^vepor, to fend them a different way 
ijrom that which leads to the palace, which they took ; and 
.upon their return, at all the faid times, the faid lady Grof- 
yenor's apron and bead^drefs, ai^d alfo his faid royal hieh« 
nefs's b^ir 9nd whole drefe, M^re much tumbled and diCt 
igMdered. And the party prop9nent doth alledge and pro? 
pound, tha^ a^ the jaid two laiS: mentioned times, they, 
the (kid lady Grofvenor and his faid royal highnefs the difke.; 
pf Cumberland, did commit the crime of adultery tpger

upon -one for himfelf, and then heing ^ewed a gallery, 
which was up four or five fleps frgm where the room fixed 
upon by the faid Robert Giddings was, inhere there were 
fcveral chambers, his royal highnefs the duke of Cumber- 
land fixed upon one of the faid rooms for himfelf, which 
Was pppofite to the.dining-ropm of the faid hoi^fe^ and took 
••'■.' ■ ■ 'i 
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acpiece-of chalk put of his pocket, and made a long Urckfi 
therewith upon the door of the faid room, in the fame man- 
ner as he had hefoVe done, at the Four-crofles inn, and at 
Coventry as hefore- mentioned ^ that his faid royal highnefs, 
and the laid Robert Giddings, after they had dined in the 
fame room together, took a walk about the town, muffled 
up as they came to the faid inn, and returned about fix 
o'clock, and ordered tea to be carried up into his faid royal 
highnefs's bed-chamber, where they went, calling for pen 
ink. and paper, which being brought, his faid royal higbneis 
carried a piece of the paper that was fo brought him, into 
the bed-chamber next adjoining to that which he had fixed 
on for himfelf, and left it upon the table in the faid room ; that 
about fix o'clock his faid royal highnefs, and the faid Ro* 
bert Giddings, drank tea in his faid royal highnefs's bed- 
chamber, after which he, the faid duke of Cumberland, did 
not come out of his faid room 'till the next morning, when 
he went away but the faid Robert Gfd dings came out of 
the faid room about feven o'clock, and (laid below with the 
faid fervant John, 'till it was time to go to bed, when the 
faid Robert Giddings retired to his bed-chamber in the faid 
houfe, upon which he had fixed as aforefaid ; and the faid 
fervant John went to the public-houfe where his horfes were^ 
and there flayed all night ; and this was and is true and the 
party proponent doth alledge and propound as before. 

36th. That about feven o'clock in the evening. of 
the faid day, fhe, the faid lady Grofvenor and ther 
family arrived at the faid inn, known by the fign of the 
Red-Lion at Whitchurch aforefaid, in her own carriage 
with pofl- horfes, and upon going into the faid inn, defired 
to fee bed-cha^mbers, which were accordingly fhe wn her; 
and fixed upon one for the children and her fervants, was 
Ihewn feveral for her to make choice of for herfelf ^ and the 
party proponent doth alledge and propound. That there 
was a very handfome and commodious bed-chamber within 
the dining-room before-mentioned, and in whiqh room 
her ladyfhip afterwards fat and fupped, which was fhewn 
to her amongfl others, but fhe declined all that was fhewn 
her, 'till fhe came to that next to the room his faid royal 
highnefs had chofe foe himfelf, and the door of which he, 
had chalked as aforefaid, when going into the faid room, 
fhe faw the paper lying upon tl^e table, which his faid royal 
highnefs had left there, and which the party proponent 
dbch exprefsly alledge, was left as a fignal for her ladyfhip 
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to know which room to fix on, and immecKattlychofe tfie 
(aid room-to lay in that night, though the windows there- 
of were broke, .and the room Itifelf very cold and damp, and 
one of the word in the whole houfe, all which was particu- 
larly pointed out to her by the fervant of the inn, who at- 
tended her to (hew fuch rooms ; yet (he, the faid bdy Grof- 
venor infifted upon laying there : that (he then went into 
the faid dining-room to fupper, it being between eight and 
nine o'clock at night, and very foon after (he had Tupped^ 
(he retired to the laid bed-chamber to go bed as (he faid, 
and upon the fervant attending her to the faid bed-cham- 
ber, me ordered her to bring up more coals, and told her 
flie would mend the fire herfclf, which being brought, (he 
locked herfelf into her faid room ; and this was and is true, 
and the party proponent doth al ledge and propound as be- 
fore. 

37th. That about twelve o'clock at night of the faid 
a7th day of Oftober, the faid lady Grofvenor left her faid 
bed-chamber, and went into the bed-chamber in which 
his fiid royal hishnefs ^he duke of Cumberland was then 
in bed. And 3ic party proponent doth alledge and pro- 
pound. That the faid lady Grofvenor and his faid royal high- 
nefs the duke of Cumberland were feveral hours naked ia 
one and the fame bed alone together, in the faid bed-cham« 
ber ; and then and there had tne carnal ufe and knowledge 
of each other's body, and thereby committed the crime of 
adultery together ; and in the morning, when the fervant- 
maid went to make the bed wherein his faid royal highnefs 
had lain, (he obferved, that the fame was greatly rumpled 
and tumbled, the (heets and pillow being at the bottom 
of the bed, and the whole bed in fuch a fituation as plainly 
ihewed, that two perfons had been therein : and this was 
and is true, and the party proponent doth alledge and 
propound as before. 

^th. That his faid royal highnefs and the (kid Robert 
GiddingS, together with the perfon who went for and as> 
their fervant, and by the name of John as aforeiaid, left 
the faid inn at Whitchurch about fix o'clock the next 
morning, being Saturday the 28th of October, and pro- 
ceeded on their journey, and went to the inn at Barnhill^ 
in the county of Chefter, which is the next ftage to 
Chefter, and alfo to Eaton, to the faid lord Grofvenor's 
houfe, where they arrived about nine o'clock, his faid 
royal highnefs the duke of Cumberland being muffled up 
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in his great coat, and his hat flapped^ with the black or 
brown w{g on, as before mentioned : That they ftayed at 
title faid inn all the morning, where, in order to conceal, 
themfelves, they pafled for farmers, and called each other 
farmer, and ail dined together at the faid inn ; and ihe, 
the faid lady Grofvenor and her family, pafled by the fame 
whilft they were fo at dinner; which being obferved by 
^fome of them, in about an hour afterwards, they all went 
away from the faid inn, difguifed as before^ and proceeded 
immediately to the iign of the Falcon, a public inn in the 
city of Chefter, where they arrived about four o'clock in 
.the afternoon ; and flie the faid lady Grofvenor and her 
fzmiljf arrived at the faid lord Grofvenor's houfe aforefaid, 
..(which is only three miles from Chefter aforefaid], betweea 
two and three o'clock in the afternoon of the fame day. 
And the party proponent doth alledge and propound. That 
\notwithftanding (he the faid lady Grofvenor was five days, 
•Co wit, from the 23d to the 28th of the faid month of Oc- 
tober, in performing her faid journey from London to Ea- 
ton aforefaid, which (he generally ufed to perform in four 
clays, when travelling with her own horfes ; yet £he tra<» 
veiled poft, and changed horfes at every ftage ^ but her la^ 
dyjQiip, at every inn,, invented fome triflingj excufes to de- 
|:ain her, merely that (he might not go fafter than his faid 
royal highnefs th& duke of Cumberland, who for the moft 
part was obliged to, and did travel on horfeback, in-order 
to fupport the feveral falfe characters he aiTumed, the bet- 
ter to conceal himfelf ; and therefore could not travel fo. 
faft as her ladyihip would have otherwife done with poft- 
faorfes': and this .was and is true, and the party propo- 
nent doth alledge and propound as before. 

39th. That hi& faid royal highnefs the duke of Cum- ' 
berland and the faid Robert Giddings, after having drank 
^ bottle of wine at the faid Falcon-inn at Chefter, and 
ordering fupper to be ready for them there at ten o'clock, 
leaving their laid fervant John behind at the faid inn^ took 
their horffss, and rode difguifed as before mentioned to the 
Jioufe of one Barbara Jones, a public houfe at Eccfeftone, a 
village within about a mile of Eaton, his the faid lord Grof- , 
venor's feat, and inquired of her, the faid Barbara Jones, 
jhe way to the great gentleman's houfe ? to which ftie re- 
plied. If they meant my lord Grofvenor's, they muft keep 
fuch a road ; that \t was about a mile further ; and beinff 
fliewn the way, they went towards Eaton aforefaid; and 
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vrere gone about an hour, and then returned, put up their 
faorfes at the faid public houfe, and returned on foot to 
Eaton aforefaid. And the party proponent doth alkdge 
^nd propound. That as foon as (he the faid lady Grofvenor 
r had dined, it being about four o'clock in the afternoon of 
the faid day, fhe went out of the lodge-gate of the faid ' 
lord Grofvcnor's faid houfe, which is a public coach-way, 
and eroded the high-road into fome fields, where flie and 
the faid duke of Cumberland met and were together, 
walking backwards and forwards in the fields till about 
ieven o'clock, when fhe the faid lady Grofvenor returned 
home, and his faid royal highnefs the duke of Cumber- 
'land and ^he faid Robert Giddings went to the faid public 
houfe, took their horfes, and returned to the faid Falcon- 
*inn at Cheiler to fupper: and this was and is true, and 
the party proponent doth alledge and propound as before. 
« 40th. That in the evening of the faid day, to wit, Sa*- 
turday, the 28th day of the faid month of Oftober, after 
fhe thd lady Grofvenor returned home as aforefaid, fhe 
wrote a note to the blackfmith, and ordered him to make 
a duplicate of all the keys of the garden-doors and gates 
i)elonging to the faid feat of the faid lord Grofvenor, and 
to the play-houfe, a building fo called about one hundred , 
and fifty yards from the faicT houfe, and of the park and 
meadow gates belonging to and about the' faid houfe; but 
on receiving a mefTage, that the faid keys would be necef- 
Tarily two or three days in making, on the next day, be- 
ing Sunday, (he ordered her houfekeeper to give her the 
keys of the faid doors and gates, which (he Jcept, though 
the faid lady Grofvenor, at fuch and at all other times, 
had keys of the faid places in her own keeping; and at 
the fame time, (he, the faid lady Grofvenor, ordered , fires 
to be made in the rooms next the garden, and alfo in a 
clofet at the further end of a complete fuit of rooms, and 
in quite a retired part of the faid houfe, a great diflance 
from any of the rooms which are commonly ufed, and in 
which no fire had been made for feveral years j>aft, and for 
feveral nights immediately following the faid Saturday, 
the 28th day of 0<Sober, the door of the faloon next the 
garden, was by her orders left open, and a light placed 
lipop a ftand near the faid door : and this was and is true, 
and the partv proponent doth alledge and propound as be-r 
fore. 
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41ft. That his faid royal highnds and the faid Robeit 
Giddings, together with the faid man who had attended 
them as' their fervant, ftaid at the faid inn known by the 
fign of the Falcon, fituatc in Chefter aforefaid, from the 
faid 28th day of Odobcr laft till the ift day of November 
-following, Quring all which time his faid royal highnefs 
was dreiled in the great coat before mentioned, which was 
generally buttoned up about his face, and had in general a 
handkerchief round his neck, on the outiide of his faid 
great coat, and wore at the faid time the faid black or 
brown wig over his hair, which was often feen to come 
down from under his faid wig : That he and the faid Ro- 
bert Giddings told the people at the faid houfe. That they 
were farmers, and that his faid royal highnefs's name was 
Griffiths, and his the faid Robert Giddings's, Truiiiy, and 
.the third perfon, who paified for their fervant, John ; by 
which names and chara^ers they refpe<SI:ively went during 
their ftay in the faid inn ; notwith (landing which his faid 
xoyal highnefs was known and difcovered by feveral per- 
sons who faw him during his ftay at the faid city of Chef- 
ter: That during that time, his faid royal highnefs the 
duke of Cumberland and the faid Robert Giddings, gene- 
fklly rode out in a morning, and returned "^bout four 
o'clock to dinner, and a?ain rode out in the afternoon, 
^nd returned about ten o clock to fupper : That at moil 
of fuch times, they ufe4 to go to the faid public houfe at 
Ecclefton, (where they alfo faid they were StafFordfhire 
farmers), and from thence to the faid lord Grofvenor's 
houfe at Eaton aforefaid, where they were frequently in 
company with the faid lady Grofvenor, who let them into 
the gardens and other places of the faid houfe ; and fre- 
quently during the faid time, fhe was feen with his faid 
royal highnefs. the duke of Cumberland fometimes alone, 
and at other times with the faid Robert Giddings, in the 
faid gardens, park, fields, and other places belonging to 
and about th? faid houfe ; and during their faid ftay, they, 
kis faid royal highnefs and the faid Robert Giddings, rode 
about the country to diflerent places, difguifed as afore- 
faid, fometimes taking upon them one charader, and 
(bmetimes another ^ particularly they went to a feat of the 
faid lord Grofvenor, fituate at Halkin, in the county of 
Flint, where they defired to fee his ftud of horfes, which 
they were fhewn; and at fuch place the faid Robert Gid- 
dings told his lordihip's groom. That he had a commiilion 
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from abroad to bay horfes, and offered to pttrchafe Come 
of lord Grofvenor's ; and at fuch place his faid royal highr- 
nefs pafied for hU interpreter, he talking in French ^ and 
this* was and is true, and the party proponent doch alledge 
'gnd propound as before. 

42d. That on Sunday the twenty-ninth day of QSta^ 
•ber laft aforefaid, the day after ihe, the faid lady Grofve- 
nor, arrived at home, as aforefaid, flie, the faid lady 
Grofvenor, was with bis faid coyal highnefs the dake of 
Cumberland, from between eleven and twelve o'clock ia 
the forenoon till between two and three o'clock in the 
afternoon, walking backwards and forwards in the park 
and garden belongmz to the faid lord Grofvenor's houfe, at 
Eaton aforefaid ; and whilft the faid duke of Cumberland 
and the faid lady Grofvenor were, together, lying upon the 
grafs, a fervant belonging to the faid lord Grofvenor went 
ints the field where tl^y then were, to deliver a me/Tage 
which had been fent to enquire after, her ladyfbip's health, 
and that of her children ; that upon feemg the faid fervant 
coming, his royal highnefs got behind a tree to hide him- 
felf, and the faid lady Grofvenor got up, and running t9* 
wards the faid fervant, aiked him what he wanted i upon 
which He delivered his meiTage, and ihe returned an an« 
fwer thereto ; at the fame time telling the fervant, that 
flie would take a little walk, and then fit down and reft 
herfcif ; and accordingly flic, the faid lady Grofvenor, re- 
turned to his faid royal highnefs, and ftaid with him for 
upwards of an hour, when ihe returned home, with her 
(hoes and cloaths very wet and dirty, it being that day 
very bad weather i infomucb, that at any other time, her 
ladyihip, or any other perfon of her rank, would not have 
thought of. ftirring out, inftead of laying upon the grafs : 
and this was and is true^ and the party proponent dothal-r 
ledge and propound as before. 

43d. That on Wednefday the iirft day of November, 
his (aid royal highnefs, the faid Robert Giddings, and the 
faid man John, leftChefter, and went to the houfe of oiie 
John Jones, being a public .inn, known by the name of 
the Toll-houfc, ntuate at Marford-hill, which is about 
five milet from Chefter aforefaid ; where., they arrived, on 
horfeback, about ten o'clock in the morning of the faid 
day, each of them having the (addle-bags beforementioned 
under them upon their horfes ; that after they had put up 
their horfes, his faid royal highnefs the duke, of Cumber^ 
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land and the faid Robert Giddings went into the hou^e^ 
and a(ked the faid John Jones if they could have good 
beds at his houfe? and having fixed upon fuch as thejr 
would have, the faid John Jones, imagining they were 
itrangers in the country, they being in the feveral dif- 
'guifes herein beforementioned, and having told him they 
were farmers come into the country to buy fat cattle, of- 
fered to {hew them a profpe£l from an hill near his houfe, 
which they accepted of ; and being come to the top of the 
faid hill, from whence they could fee the faid lord Grofve- 
nor's houfe, at Eaton aforefaid, and alfo the city of Chefter ; 
in order the better to carry on the appearance of Grangers 
and fanners which they had afllimed, his faid royal high** 
nefs alked the faid John Jones whofe houfe that was which 
they faw ? and being informed it was Lord Grofvenor'$, 
and that it was called {!aton^ he then afked him what 
town that was? pointing to Chefter, notwithftandtng, as 
beforementioned, he was but juft come from Chefter; and 
bad been fo often at and about the faid lord Grofvenor's 
houfe at Eaton aforefaid : that they returned to the faid 
John Jones's houfe, and toob'their horfes, and rode out 
towards Chefter, faying they would be back about feven 
o'clock ; but inftead of going to Chefter, they went to a 
farm-houfe in the road to Eaton, where they begged leave 
to put up their horfes, which being granted, his mid royal* 
highnefs the duke of Cumberland and the faid Robert 
Giddings went on foot to the faid lord Grofvenor's houfe^ 
at Eaton aforefaid, leaving the .faid fcfvant John to take 
care of their horfes : that his faid loval highnefs the duke 
of Cumberland was afterwards, on tne faid day, feen With 
her, the faid lady Grofvenor, in the park and fields belong- 
ing to the houfe at Eaton, for about four hours ; at the ex- 
piration of which time he returned to the faid farm-houfe, 
and he and his faid attendants then |ot their horfes, and 
returned to the Falcon inn at Chefter aforefaid, where 
they dined, and then paid their bill for the whole time 
they had been there, and left the faid hdufe in the after- • 
noon, and about feven o'clock in the evening returrned to 
the (kid John Jones's houfe, at Marford-hill aforefaid ; 
and this was and is true, and the party proponent doth al^' 
I^dge and propound as before. 

44th. That his faid royal highnefs the duke of Cum- 
berland, Robert Giddings, and the fcrvant John, all lay' 
that night at the faid houfe at Marford-hill, and about ten 
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o'clock the next morning, being Thurfday the fecond dajr 
of November, his faid royal highnefs ancl the faid Robert 
Giddings rode out to the faid lord Grofvenor's houfe ait 
Katon ; that they were feen by feveral people to go into the 
p4rk there, and fhe, the faid lady Grofvenor, was feen to 
go out of the garden into the park, and to be with his faid 
, royal highnefs alone for a confiderable time together, he, 
the faid Robert Giddings, being at a diftance holding the 
faid duke's horfe. And the pa^rty proponent doth alledge 
and propound, that the faid lord Grofvenor had that morn*, 
ing fent his groom home, to Eaton aforefaid, with a mef- 
fage that his horfcs fhould meet him at Whitchurch as the 
next morning, to bring him home to Eaton ; which or- . 
ders fhe, the faid lady Grofvenor, communicated to hia- 
faid royal highnefs the duke of Cumberland, and there, 
upon it was agreed between them, that, in order to avoid 
being met by the faid lord Grofvenor about his houfe, his 
faid royal highnefs and his attendants. fhould fet ofF from 
Marfcrd that very afternoon for London; and accordingly 
his faid royal highnefs the duke of Cumberland and the 
faid Robert Giddings, about two o'clock, returned to the 
laid. John Jones's houfe at Marford, and, in a feeming 
great hurry, ordered their dinner to be got ready immedi- 
ately, faying that they muft fet off that afternoon ; and as 
a reafon for departing in fuch. a hurry, they told the faid 
John Jones and his family, that the Young 'Squire, by 
which appellation his faid royal highnefs fometimes went 
in the faid houfe, had received an exprefs that his father 
lay dying, and that it was abfolutely neceffary for him to 
go to fee him ; that as foon as they nad dined they ordered 
their horfcs, and left the faid houfe all three together, tel- 
ling, the faid John Jones, or his wife, that if the Young 
'Squire's father died, v^hen he had fettled his afFairs, they. ' 
would come back again in about a fortnight or three weeks, 
for they liked the country well ; and this was and is tf ue, 
and the party proponent doth alledge and propound as be- 
fore^ 

45th. That during the whole time his iaid royal high- 
nefs. and the faid Robert Giddings, and their fervant 
Jphii, ftaid at the faid John Jones's houfe, at Marford- 
i^iU as aforefaid, they were drefTed in the faid horfemens 
coats, and his faid royal highnefs wore the faid black or 
brown wig, and in all refpeds afFe<Sled to appear as far- 
mei^ as bej^rementioned ^ by which appellation they called 
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tach other, only now and then the £ud Robert Qid^ingl 
(who went by the n^me of farmer Tu(h) called his royal 
highnefs the Young 'Squire ; that they took eyery oppor- 
tunity, the better to- carry on the £ijd. falfe characters 
which they had afllimed, to talk about farming, or countr.y 
bufinefs ; but from their ignorance in fuch matters, it was 
clearly difc6vered they were not what they pretended to bet 
And on the faid Wednefday, the firft day of. November, 
flopping at the faid publick-houfe^ at.Ecclefton, kept by 
the faid Barbara Jones, or fome of her family, told hisl 
royal highnefs, they, meaning his faid ipyal highnefs and 
the faid Robert Giddiiigs, were nit what they pretended 
to be; ; and upon his afking her what fhe imagined they^ 
were? (he anfwered, Gentlemen in difguifei; to which 
hh. royal highnefs made no anfwer, but, together with 
the faid Robert Giddings, immediately left the faid houfcj 
ahd went to Eaton aforefaid. And the party proponent 
floth exprefsly alledge and propound, that his faid royal 
highnefs and Robert Giddings had with them, at Mar-r 
ford-hill aforefaid, five hats, four plain and one laced, and 
four different ridiog-coats ; and the better, to conceal thcm- 
felves, frequently changed hats, coats,., and horfes with 
^ch other ; notwithftanding which his faid royal highnefs( 
Was known and difcovered by different per/ons, who hap- 
pened to meet him or fee him, during his ftay at Mar- 
ford-hi}l aforefaid i and thjs was and is true, and the party 
ftopotitat doth alledge and propound as 1>efore» 

46th* That from the day (he, the faid lady Grofvenof 
firrived at Eaton as aforefaid, (to wit,} from Saturday the 
twenty-eight day of O&ober, to Thurfday the feCond day 
«f November following^ inclufive^ fhe.was obferved by her 
fervaats and others. frequently to walk out into the garden«^ 
purk and fields, belonging to, and about th^ faid lord Grofij 
venor's houfc at Eatoi^ aforefaid, in almofl all weathers, and 
at all times as well after it was dark at night as before, and 
9t fuch times ufed tq be out for three or four, and fome 
times more hours together, and frequently at fuch times was. 
feen in company with his .faid royal highnefs the duke o^ 
Cumberlandf fome times alone, ana iome times with the faid 
Robert Giddings i and for, and during the faid time, her 
ladyfhip's ftopkings and petticoats, both upper anci under, 
were obferved to be remarkably ditty, as high as.hei' kneei 
with field dirt or clay, which they never ufed to be befarej^ 
«nd at the faid ^times wl\en fhe was out iii the gardens, parlc 
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and fields as afortfkid) at 'her return into the houle, her'ap« 
fbns and ruffles appeared to be much tumbled, and very 
often, which was not fo when (he left the houfe ; and the 
narty proponent doth cxpreffly^allcdgc and prbpoiitid, that 
ouring the faid time they, the faid lady Grofvenor, and his 
feid royal highnefs the duke of Cumberland frequently had 
the carnal w and knowledge of each others bodies, in dif- 
ferent places, in and near to the faid lord Grdfvenor's houft 
St lEatoft aforefaid, and thereby committed the crime of a« 
dultery together ; and this was and is true, and the party 
proponent doth aJIedge and propound as before. 
• 47th. That his faid royal highnefs the duke of Cumber- 
land, and the faid Robert Giddings, proceeded from Mar- 
Ibrd-hill aforefaid, to the faid inn, known by the fign of the 
Falcon, in the city of Chefter aforefaid, where they had 
before been, and there arrived difguifed as before-mentioned^ 
about five o'clock in the evening of the faid Thurfday, the 
fccond of November, and after flopping there to drink tca^ 
}eft the faid houfe on horfeback, and told the oftier they 
were going into South Wales ; that from Chefter they took 
the road to Tarpoly, and arrived at the Swan inn at the faid 
place, about twelve o'clock at night, having as they faid^ 
feft their way ; that from Tarpoly, his faid royal htghneft 
the duke of Cumberland, and the faid Robert Giddings, took 
a poft«ch«fe, and proceeded on their way to London in 
chaifes all the way^ leaving the faid fervant to follow them 
with their horfes ; but in order to prevent being met by th< 
• laid lord Grofvenor, whom they knew to be upon the road, 
by which his faid royal highnefs had'gone toChefter,they took 
the other road to London ; and this was and is true, and 
the pairty proponent doth alledge and propound as before. 
' 48th. That on Monday the^ thirtieth day of the fiiid 
^onth of Oftobcr, the (aid lord Grofvenor returned to 
London from Newmarket , and having upon his faid re- 
turn^ received an intimation conveyed to hhn by f<mie per- 
ion unknown ; that his faid royal highfiefs was that tinaie in 
difguife fomewhere near his (aid houKe at Eaton in Che- 
ihire, he hnmedietely fat out for his faid houfe^ where be 
arrived on Friday the thii*d day of November following ; 
that upon ht^ arriviiil he found the faid lady Grofvenor in 
vifible confuiion, and obferved {he was never eafy in a 
|>Iace but cmitintjaily going out of one room into another $ 
and this kind of behaviour in her, together with the intim^ 
tion which be had io as aforefaid received^ iadisced bid t<» 
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give fome cn;dit ta (ucb intiaiaupn^^^and tjiereupon he too]c 
an opportunitj of fpeaking to Matmefw Stephens, his up|>er 
houfe fcrvant, who went to Eaton with th^ fajd lady Oroft 
Venor, and acquainted hifn with the inforaiation he had 
jpceiycd ; that the faid' Matthew Sxtphen^ thereupon told 
mu lordfhip, he was afraid fuch^information was true, anj^ 
then recounted to his lofdthip, thebehaviour and condu^ 
of the faid lady Grofvenor^ during; the time tbc had.b^ 
in the country, and the reports about th<9 coiipti^ relative 
to the nnen in difguife^ having^becn £ben about bjs lordlhip'i 
houfe, garden,j>ark and fields^ as herein beForjeraiientioacdf 
and thereupoii his lordihip. ordered the faid Ma,ttbew Ste^ 
phens to fend for his brother Mr. John Stephens^ who wa^ 
the adjutant of the Cheihire militia, and who Bdng come^ 
his lordfhip acquainted him with the whole matter^ and de:?^ 
£red he would enquire about the country relative,, to the 
perfons who'^ad been about his houfe and fi-ardens^ as ber 
fore-mientioned, which heaccoraingly did ; and upon making 
enquiry at Cheiler, and. at the faid John Jong's houfe s^ 
Marford-hill aforefaid, and.of my lordV fervants an^ Uf 
bourers at Eaton, was made acquainted with the, lever^ 
particulars herein before particularly plfeaded and fet forth^ 
with which he acquainted the faid jlord Grofvenoi^.> M<I 1^ 
was agreed upon between thenr^ that the better- to. come at 
a certainty,, that s^iy letter the faid lady Grofvcnor mighl 
fend to be put into the poft^ ihould be intercepted^ ^fl oe- 
livered to his lordihip; for as he had before difcovered a 
CorT^fpondence between them, he did not doubt after the 
accounts he had h^ard, but iheir correfpon^ce itjll i\ihf 
fifted ; and this was and is true, and tit p«rty propQH^ 
doth alledge and prbpoun4 as before. 

49th. That on the 17th day -of November, and oil 
the 20th day of the faid month, the faid lady Grofyenor^ 
with her own hands, gave two letters to the laid Matthevf 
Stephens, to deliver to the poft-bov, to carry to the poftf. 
office at Chefler : That the fard Matthev/ Stephens^ puv* 
fuant to the faid lord Grofveoor'i orders to intereept any 
letters that might be fent to or by the faid lady Grofvenor^ . 
immediately fent the firft of the faid leucEs to his lordfliip, 
who was then at Hdywell, about fifteen miles diftant from 
'the faid houfe at Eaton^ and the h& thereof^ carried im* 
mediately to his faid lordlhip on receiving the fame, wh^ 
was then at home ; and in the prefence of the faid Mr* 
Edward iToms, his locdihtp^ immediately opened the firft 
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liew«d h>*' M)u^ntttice with Ibem, ia^uif^; wht^ efa^ 
had done with the young Tcjjiire, meaning hit ftid royiA 
highnefs the duke of Cumhcrlaod-i upon which th^y told 
him> they bad left him a great way off with another eeiiF* 
tleman, but expe^ed them that night or the next- day : 
That the faid two men ftayed «U the next day at the iaf4 
John Jones'a boufe, and teemed: greatly uneafy that hi^ 
laid royal highncrfs the duke of Cumberland did <not comi: 
Co them. And the party proponent doth fi|rther alledg^ 
and prppound. That his faid royal highnefs the duke of 
Cumberland, in purfuanee of a refolution hinted $lt in the 
faid exhibit or paper -writing marked 'with the letter K% 
before mentioned, fet out from London, tweiber with aof 
other gentleman, his (aid rpypl highnefs beipff dilgpuiM 
and drefled exa(3:ly in the fame maaner as when he was bc^ 
fore in CheOiife, as herein before mentioned i and the £n4 

fentleman was aifo drefled in a horfeman's great coat and 
oots : That they arrived a^ Cbefter about ftrtn or eight 
o'clock in the morning of Saturday the ad day of Deoea^» 
ber l^ft, .in a ppft-chaHe; but ihftead of going to the Faui-* 
con-inn there, where, his faid royal highnefs had been be? 
fore, as herein before more, particularly m^ntion^^. h$ 

J rent to another inn there^ known by the fxgjn of the TaU 
ot, where he ^d the (aid gentleman got into another 
poft-chaifey and went therein to Marford-hili, the hpul^ 
jof the faid John Jones; (where he had before been) -wfacce 
they arrived about nine o'clock in the morning} briiig;iog 
in die chalfe with them four p^ir.of faddle-bags, aad upoa 
the road were met by the faid John Stephens^ who knew 
jbis faid royal hrgbnefs perfecUv well, notwithft^tpdingthip 
.(lifguife: That the faid John Jones immediaiTely reeoQeSr 
ed hi$ faid .royal.. highnefs the duke of Cumberland to^ 
the fame perfoii who had before been at his h^fe; and 
the. faid. Robert Giddings^ in the hearing of t)ie laid 
John Jones, told his faid royal highnefs, that he had hseh 
yery uneafy at his hot coming before or* fooner : That :»$ 
foon as. they had all breakfafted together, his fud re^ 
highnefs. the duke of Cumberla^ ^ad dU^> find Robdct 
Giddings went out on foot, in their great coats, afid \m 
faid royal bigbrtefi in the black or brown wig he ifaad W 
fore wore, and did not return till about five o'cldck tit tha 
afternoon. Aild the party prepotent doth allcdM aM 
propound. That. his faid royd ht^ha^s the-dube'df CiiaBb» 
^erland and the. faid Robert Gidding^ during tfa^t 
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irent togfAm to £at(m, and mto the faici loni Gibfveiiair't 
gardeas and park, and the fields about his koule, and iit 
one of them were met by the fald lady GiKifveiior about 
eleven o^dock ; and they, the &id duke of .Cumfaerliaadk 
aad the (aid iady Grofvenor, were together done, in oiut 
«f the faid places^ till near three o'clock in the aftermxHl 
of the (aid dav, he the faid Robert Giddings having 
retired^ and leit them together; and during the faid ttme^ 
diey,.the faid ladj Grc^venor and the (aid duke of Cum-« 
berlandy were oblerved to be fitting under a tree, in a field 
JQ the. occupation of one Samuel Tililon of Eaton afore-* 
fi^, for a coniiderahle.time together; and about threo 
Vclock they parted, flie the faid lady Grofi^enor going 
kottie, and his faid royal highnefs the duke of Cumber- 
llad, together with the faid. Robert Giddings, to the houft 
4S thff fud John Jones at Marford-hill afbrefaid : and this 
was and k true, and the party pr(^onent doth ailedge and 
pfopouad a3 before. . ' ^ 

. 52* That his faid royal highnefs the duke of Cumber^ 
land and the other perfons all lay that night at the houfe 
nf the faid John Jones, at Marford-hill aforefaid, and the 
next morning, ""being Sunday, the 3d day of December, in 
the year of oar Lord 1769, after breakfaft, his faid royal 
highhefs, together with the Caid Robert Giddings, and 
the fiiid man John, difguifedaa aforefaid, went on horfe.^ 
back as. far as Pulfbrd^ a village about a mile^ahd an half 
from Eaton; vThat there they left their horfes to the care 
of the man John^ .and his faid royal highnefs /and the faid 
Robert Giddings went on foat> intQ the faid lord Grof- 
venor'i^ park aP Eaton aforefaid; where, after they had 
|>eea a litdcttme^ the {aid lady Grofveilor went to his faid 
\ioyal hfghnef^: and continued there with h|^ for feveral 
hours ; and about four o'clock in the afternoon of the fame 
dsty, his fiud royal, highnefs ^nd the faid Robert Giddings 
fctumed t»?^ faid John Jones'a houfe «tt Marford^^hill a-^ 
forefaidt where te^ .dined with the gentiemati who had 
sceoiBpamod his laid royal highnefs in the poft-chaife, a^ 
before mentioned ; That after dinner they fixed the faddie-* 
biqgs tipoa their hoi^^ and all went away on horfeback^ 
AsA the party proponent doth ailedge and propound, 
'Tliatcfam! f9;iAdcien departure was owing to the return of 
the ikid lord QpofVenor to Eaton afbrefaid, he having been 
ftt. his. feat at Dalkui^ in the county of Flint, herein before 
paori^ocd^ during all the time hi» faid royal highnefs the 
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Juke of Cumberlduid and the other perfons were the laft 
time at Marford-hill, as aforefaid : That during the faid 
laft time that his faid royal highnefs the duke of Cumber-'' 
land was at the faid houfe at Marford-hiil, he and the 
federal perfons that were with him were difguifed, his faid 
royal highnefs and the faid Robert Gidd^ngs, and their 
fervant John, in the fame manner as they were .when at 
{he faid houfe before, as herein before particularly isf men- 
tioned, and the gentleman who came with them alfo in st 
great coat, which he kept buttoned : That they all of 
them again faid, they were farmers, by which term thqr 
called each other in general, but now and then they called 
his faid royal highnefs the duke of Cumberland the younep 
'fquire, and the faid Robert Giddings farmer Tufh. Ana 
the party proponent doth further alledge and propound. 
That after his faid royal highnefs the duke of Cumberland 
quitted the room of the faid John Jones at Marford-hill a- 
.forefaid, he and his company rode to the Talbot-inn at 
Chefter aforefaid ; from whende his faid royal highnefs and 
the gentleman who had accompanied him from London, 
returned thereto in poft-chaifes, leaving the faid Robert 
Giddings and the fervant John to bring their horfea after 
them in the fame manner as they had brought them down : 
That in going up to London, his faid royal highnefs flop- 
ped at the feveral houfes which he had before done in hi* 
return to London the firft time he was at Chefter, as here- 
in before mentioned, and was known by^ the feveral maf- 
ters and fervants, and other perfons in the faid inns, to 
have been the f^me perfon as, about three weeks or a 
montli before, had been at their refpe&ive houfes, as here- 
in before particularly mentioned : and this, was and is true, 
and the party proponent doth alledge and propound as be* 
fore, . . 

53d* That at the feveral t^es that his faid royal high-* 
nefs the duke of Cumberland was at Chefter, and the other 
places in the neighbourhood thereof, and in the faid lord 
Grofvenor's houfe, park and gardens; and other places be^ 
longing thereto, as hereinbefore particulady memioned, the 
faid lord Grofvenor was from home, and* his faidToryal high* 
nefs was fo there intirely without the knowledge or appro-^ 
bation of his lordfliip, and went there in the abfence of the 
faid lord Grofvenor, merely^ to carry on his (aid adulterous 
amour wi^ the faid lady Grofvenor ; and this was and is 
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true, and the party prop^onent doth alledge and propound 
as before. 
^ S4th. That thd faid lord Grofvenor returned to Eaton 
/from Halkin aforeCiid, on the faid Sunday the third d^y 
oF December, the very day his faid royal highnefs the 
duke of Cumberland and the other perfons left Marford* 
hill a$ beforementiohed ; and on the fucth day of th^ faid 
month of December, and a|ain on the ninth of the faid 
jmonth, ihe, the faid lady Grofvenor, gave letters to the 
faid Matthew Stephens to fend to the generaUpoft, bat 
^utrhieh he, the faid Matthew Stephens, in obedience to the 
iirders of the faid lord Grofvenor before given, carried to 
his lord(hip, who opened the covers thereof, in the pre- 
sence of the faid M&tthew Stephens and Edward Toms, 
and in each of them found two letters, the one of them 
direded to the faid mifs Caroline Vernon, the other to'^ 
the D. of C. That his lordfhip opened the faid kfiew, 
'^d having read them, the faid Edward Toms, in the pre^- 
fence of the faid Matthew Stephens, made a copy of each 
of them; and then he and the faid Matthew Stephens 
carefully examined futh copies with their originals rcfpeo- 
tively, and found the fame to agree therewith in all re- 
fpt&iy and, in teftiniony thereof, they fct and fubfcribed 
tlletr names to the faid copies refpedively ; and afterwards 
the originals were fealed up, and fent away, and received 
by the faid mifs Car<dine.Vcrnon, who, in purfuance of 
the requeft made to her by the faid lady Grofvenor in her 
letters to her, delivered thdfe dire<Sled for the D. of C« to 
his faid royal highnefs the duke of Cumberland. And the 
)>arty proponent doth alledge and propound, that the whole 
feries and contents of the faid four original letters refpec<- 
tively, the letters H. G. appcaring^ta be fubfcribed to that 
wrote to the faid mifs Caroline Vernon, and intercepted 
on the lixth day of December aforeiaid, and the poftfcripts 
to each of them, and the -words wrote in the.cQver which 
enclofed that dire^brd to his faid royal highnefs the duke 
of Cumberland, and intercepted on. the (aid fixth day .of 
December, and the words and ktters, " Tc^ the D. of 
C/* appearing to be fuperfcribed on. both the covers in- 
clofmg the letters to his faid royal highnefs the duke of 
Cumberland, were and arc all of the proper hand- writing 
ftnd ftibfcription of the faid lady Grofvenor^ party in thi» 
caiufe, and fo wtU known to be by the faid mifs CaroHner 
Vernony th^ faid Msitthew Stephens, and Edward Toms,

And this was and is true, and the party propofuent detk 
alledge and propound as before. 

55th. That in fupply of proof of the premifles men- 
tioned in the four next preceding articles of this libel, and 
to all other intents and purpofes in law whatfoever, the 
party proponent doth exhibit and hereunto annex four 
paper-writings, marked with the letters L, M, N, O, 
and prays the fame may be received and taken as part and 
parcel hereof, as if herein read and inferted ; and did and 
doth alledge, that they arc the very copies of the original 
letters, mentioned in the faid nexc preceding article, fo 
made by the faid Edward Toms, and aftei'wards, by him 
and the faid Matthew Stephens, carefully examined with 
their faid originals refpedively ; and that by the words, 
•* My poor friend," and " my friend,*' feveral times 
mentioned in the faid paper- writing marked L, the words 
•* my deareft foul," '* my deareft friend," *' my dear, dear 
« friend," « my dear foul," « my deareft dear foul,** 
and ^* my dear life," mentioned in the faid paper-writing 
marked M, the words *' my dear," mentioned in the poft* 
fcript thereto, and the words and letters ** To the D..of 
^' C." appearing to be fupericribed on the cover in which 
the fai4 original was inclofed, and by the words <* my 
*^ friend," twice mentioned in the faid exhibit, or paper- 
writing, marked N, and the words ** my deareft foul,** 
•' my dear friend,"^' my dear foul," mentioned in the 
faid exhibit, or paper-writiiig, marked O, the words 
** my dear foul," in the poftfcript thereto, and the words 
and letters *' To the D. of C." appearing to be fuper* 
fcribed on the cover which inclofed the original of the faid 
exhibit, or paper-writing, marked O, flie, the faid lady 
Grofvenor, meant and intended his faid royal highnefs th« 
duke of Cumberland, and no other perfon whatever y and 
by the letters ** Sc— w" appearing in the faid exhibit 
marked L, was meant and intended Scarborow, who is 
perfumer to his faid royal highnefs the duke of Cumber- 
land, and who lives in Pall»mall, oppofite his faid royal 
highnefs's houfe, and at whofe houfe or ihop they, the 
faid lady Grofvenor and his faid royal highnefs, ufed to 
fend Qr carry letters, notes, and mefuges, to aqd for each 
other J and by the word *^ Trufty" appearing in the faid 
exhibits marked M and N, and in the poftfcript to that 
marked N, was meant and intended the faid Robert Gid* 
dings' bcrein beforementioned^ and no other j>erfQn 3 and 
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that by the words, ^^ and in the thought of the cold dread- 
** fttl journey you have had," appearing to be wrote in 
the beginning c^ the faid exhibit marked M, (he, the faid 
lady Grofvenor, meant his faid royal highne(s*s journey^ 
from the neighbourhood of Eaton (from whence ihe 
wrote the iaid letter ^r exhibit) to London, upon which 
he fet out on the faid third day of December laft, and no 
Other joiurney whatever ; and this was and i^ true, and 
the par^ proponent doth alledge and propound as before. 

56th. That OB Thurfday the fourteenth day of Decern* 
ler, the faid lord Grofvenor left Eaton and went to New- 
4narket, and on the twentieth of the faid month arrived 
at his houfe in Loadoa : that upon his departure from 
Eaton, he gave particular dtre£Uons to his fervants, and 
particolarly to the faid Matthew Stephens, his upper 
houfe-fervant, who was to attend her ladyihip to London, 
to be veiy parlicnlar and attentive to her condu& ; that 
the faid Robert Oiddings was feat by his faid royal high« 
neis to Chefter aforefaid, with orders to fee the faid lady 
Gmfvenor, and learn from her the exad time of her fet- 
ting out for London ; and accordingly on or about the 
fourteenth day of the faid month of December, he, the 
faid Robert Giddings, arrived at Chefter aforefaid, and 
immedisifedy wrote a letter tp the faid lady Grofvenor, in 
the name of R. Trufty, and put the fame into the poft- 
office at Chefter, direAed for lady Grofvenor at Eaton ; 
that about eight o'clock in the morning of Sunday the 
ieventeentb day of the (aid month of December, John 
Anderton, one of the iaid Lord Grofvenor's fervants, was 
lent to the poft-office for letters, and amon^ the reft: 
brought that direded to her iadyftiip, and delivered it to 
MrrV igars, the iaid lord Grofvenor's fteward, who, in 
the piefeoce of the faid Matthew Stephens, opened and 
lead the (ame, and then made an exa^ copy thereof, and 
examined the faid copy, with the faid Matthew Stephens, 
with its faid original, and found it to agree therewith in 
all isfpeds, in tcftimony of which they fet and fubfcribcd 
their names to the faid copy ; and then fealed up the faid 
Qri<naal, and delivered it to the faid lady Grofvenor : and 
this was and is true, and the party proponent doth alledge 
and propound as before. 

57th. That in fupply of proof of part of the premilics 
aientioned in the next preceding article, and to all other 
intents and purpofcs in law whatfoevcr, the party propo- 
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nentdoth exhibit ani hereunto annex ft eirteiii paper a* 
writing, marked with the letter P, and prap that the 
fame may be taken as part and parcel hereof, as if herein 
read and inferted, and did and doth alledge the fame to be 
'the very copy, taken of the ioid letter, mentioned in the 
next preceding article, by the fatd Henry J/igars, and 
by him and the faid Matthew Stephens examined with its 
original as beforementioned ; and that Robert Oiddings, 
who attended his faid royal highnefs the ^|ike of Gum-- 
berland into Chefhtre, at the times and in the manner 
herein beforementioned, and who, upon that occai|on, 
went by the different names of Farmer Tufli and Trufty, 
and put the fame into the general -poft at Chefter afore- 
laid, was and is one and the fame perfon, and not divers ; 
and this was and' is true, and the party proponent doth 
alledge and propound as before. 

58th. That on the faid Sunday the fsvenlsenth day of 
December, he, the faid Robert Giddings went from Chef- 
ter to Eaton, and ftaid there feveral hours, going back- 
wards and forwards, in and out of the gardens, park and 
grounds belonging to the faid lord GrofvenM, there fre- 
quently walking in the back-front of the houfe, and where it 
was mofl: likely he (h6uld be feen by the faid lady Gr^venor | 
about one o'clock in the afternoon of the fame day, that the 
faid lady Grofvenor, together with one of her fifters and other 
company, went into the grounds and fields about the faid 
- houfe, and her ladyfkip obferving the faid Robert Giddings 
>n one of the faid nelds, left her faid company, and crofi^ 
a hedge, and a ftile, and a ploughed field, 'till (he trame 
info the field where the faid Robert Giddings was, who 
came up to her, and delivered to her a letter, and received 
one from her in return, and in a minute or two they part&% 
ihe gding back to her company, and the faid Robert Gid- 
dings to Chefter; and this was and is true, and the party 
proponent doth all edge and propound as before. 

59th. That as foon as the faid Robert Giddings had re- 
ceived, the faid letter to the faid duke of Cumberland, and 
thereupon on Thurfday the twenty-firft day of December 
laft, his faid royal hignnefe the duke of Cumberland, (et 
out from London, attended by the faid Robert Giddings 
as his companion, without any other fervant, and arrived 
in a hackney poft-chaife at an inn, known by the fign of 
the White-Hart at St. Alban's, in the countf of Hertford 
before-mentioned, about eleven o'clock in the morning ; 
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^liat hi& Iki^ r«^al higbncA wj» tkeil greatly di(jpi\(ei^ bf* 
•jng drefled in a plain brown coat, with a great coat over it, 
ivkh the cape of the iaid greal coat p^ ^p round hU neck, 
4b high as to covisr the lower part of his face, ha4 on ,a 
brown or black wig, with the front part of ift combed down 
over his forehead, almoft to his eyes, and to moft refpe^ 
jn the fame difguife at he wore at the ttnaye herein before 
particularly mentioned ; that they breakfafted in a parlour 
below iiairs in the faid inn, after which they defired they 
might have a bed cfaamber fliewn them, his royal highneft 
iaying he was not well ; and they were accordingly fiiewn 
fererad, but objeded to them all, but defired to have one 
which they defcrihed, and which the faid Robert Giddings 
&id th^ gentleman, meaning his faid royal htghnefs theduke 
of Cumberland, had larn in before, by the def$:ripCiQn they 
gave of the room, the fervant who attended to fhew them 
thA FQpms, immediately knew which they m^ant, and the 
party proponent doth alledge and propound, that the faid 
room enquired after by theoi, was that in which the faid 
duke of Cumberland had lain on his journey into Chefliirey 
en the twenty-third of OAober, and which adjoined to 
that where the faid lady Grofyenor lay the fame night, and 
that a door went out of the one into the other, but the faid 
fervant told them they could not have that room, it being 
cogaged by a gen^eman, who (h^ believed was not gone 
<»ut of the houfe, but offered them another room at a diffe- 
rent part of the houfe, which they refufed, tho* it was ia 
all refpe£b equally com&rtable and agreeable with that they 
defired to have, ^nd they then fixed upon one which they 
had at firft refufed, which was very near the faid room^ 
where the faid lady Grofvenor had before lain as aforefaid^ 
a fmall paffage only being between them ; that they i^ime-i 
diately took pofleffion of fuch room, dined therein, and 
ftaid there the whole afternoon ; his faid royal bighnefs the 
duke of Cumberland at all times, whenever the fervanta 
went into the fai|d room, turned his face away from them ta 
avoid letting it be ieen as much as he could ; and this waa. 
and is true , and, the party proponent doth.ajledge andpro^ 
pound as before. 

6oth. That the faid lady Grofvenor and her family ar- 
rived at the faid Whke-Hart inn at St. Alban's, about fiv^ 
o'clodc in the afternoon of the faid 21ft day of Deceinbcr, 
HI her way to London from Eaton aforefaid, and upon hpe 
arrival^ ordered her fupper to be ready at eighxo'clocki wbict^ 
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^iras itccordtoely ferved at that time, and almoft as foon as Ae 
had* Tupped, &e went up ftafrs into the bed-chamber where 
Oit had before lain, where fhe found the maid-fervant of the 
inn, warming her bed ; that her ladyfliip upon going into the 
fni chamber, looked into a clofet in the room, and under 
tiie bed, and feemed very cautious to fee if any perfon wat 
concealed in the faid room, and then ordered the fervant to 
loclc and bolt the door on the infide, that went out of her 
feid bed-chamber into jthe other room, in which his faid royal 
highnefs the dulce of Cumberland lay, on the night her lady^* 
fbip lay at the faid inn before, on their journey into Che- 
Ihire, which fhe did, and then the (aid fervant gave her the 
ley of the other door of the faid room upon the pafiage, 
that file might lock the fame ; and accordinglfy after the faid 
iervant went out of the room, her ladyihip did lock and 
£iften the faid laft mentioned door within fide ; and this 
was and is true, and the party proponent doth alledge and 
]nropouRd as before. 

6ift. That in confequence of the feveral tranfa^tions 
lierein before mentioned, and of the receipt of the copy of 
the ktter fighed R. Trufty, fent by the faid Robert Gid- 
dings to the faid lady Grofvenor, as aforelaid, which had 
Icen tranfmkted to him by the <aid Henry Vigars, he the 
Ikid lord Grofvenor imagined his faid royal highnefs the 
dttke of Cumbertand would endeavour to meet her the faid 
lady Grofvenor fomewhere upon the road to London ; and 
cfpecially, as upon inquiry after the receipt of the faid let- 
ter, lie found his faid royal highnefs was in town in the e- 
venmg of the 20th day ef the faid month of December ^ 
Mni tn the morning of the next day, (being the day (he 
the faid lady Grofvenor was to lay upon the road for the 
h& night during her journey), had gone out of town ; he 
therefore communicated his fufpicion to the faid Mr. John 
Scepkens, who was then in London, and defired he would 
1st out and meet his lordfhip's family, and his brother the 
Ciiid Matthew Stephens, upon the road, in-order to affift 
liis brother in detecting Her the faid lady Grofvenor and 
Itis ic^al highnefs, if they fhould attempt to meet toge- 
ther ^ and accordingly the faid Mr* John Stephens fet out^i 
and met his brother and his lordlhip^s family upon the 
road, at or very near St. Alban's: That upon the faid 
JohA Stephens's acquainting his brother with his errand^ 
aasd'iAe fufpicions of the faid lord Grofvenor, they imagi- 
ned^ if hi& faild royal highnefs was any where upon the 
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road, it muft be at the inn at St. Alban's, as it was cer« 
tain his roy^l highnefs was not gone lower down on the 
road ; and thereupon they inquired what company were 
in the faid inn ? and were told, that two gentlemen were 
there; and hearing the defcription of the drefs of his. (aid 
royal highnefs the duke of Cumberland, and the ftrangc- 
neis pf his and the faid Robert Giddings's condu<S relative 
to the choice of rooms, and their (laying in their hei^ . 
chamber all the time they had been in the faid inn, as 
herein before particularly mentioned, they concluded their 
fufpicions were juft ; and thereupon, about half an hour 
paft ten o'clock, aft«r fhe the faid lady Grofvenor had 
been in her bed-chamber about an hour and an half, and 
where fhe went to go to bed, as (he herfelf faid, the faid 
Matthew Stephens went to the door of the faid bed-cham- 
ber, and liftening thereat, very plainly heard two voices 
therein, one of which was the faid lady Grofvenor's, and 
the other his royal highnefs the duke of Cumberland's, 
and which, .from the found thereof^ appeared to come 
from the bed upon which ihe the faid lady Grofvenor and 
the faid duke of Cumberland then were ; and thereupon he 
fetched up his brother, the faid John Stephens, who alio 
liftening at the faid door, and hearing the faid voices, they 
were confirmed in their fufpicion of his faid royal highnels 
the duke of Cumberland btmg in their lady's bed-cham- 
ber, and thereupon determined to break the door open, 
which was accordingly done ; and they therie found the 
faid Jady Grofvenor and his faid royal highnefs, (who was 
then without his faid great coat, but in his othei* coat, 
and his black or brown wig, and ftanding in the middle 
of the room, having been alarmed at the noife made in 
breaking open the faid door. And the party proponent 
doth alledge and propound. That they had been locked, 
or otherwife fattened in the faid bed-chamber, alone to-

force, it flew open, and her ladyihip fell down two or 
three fteps : That whilft the faid Matthew Stephens ran 
to affift her, his royal highnefs the duke of Cumberland 
went out of the faid bed-chamber into another room j and 
when there, fpeaking' to the feveral perfons'prefent, faid^ 
Vou fee, gentlemen, I am not in lady Grofvenor's becj^- 
chamber ; and added, I will take my bible oath that 1 
was not in her ]ady(hip*s bed-chamber :. That during the 
whole tranfa£lion, from the breaking open the faid door, 
his faid royal highnefs and the faid lady Grofvenor appear- 
ed to be in very great confufion, his faid royal highncft 
faying, feemingly in a fright. He hoped no harm was in-^ 
^ tended him : That foon afterwards the faid Mr. Stephens 
and the other perfons left his faid royal highnefs the duke 
of Cumberland and the faid lady Grofvenor in the faid 
room, where they ftaid fome time in difdourfe together, 
and then his faid royal highnefs and the faid Robert Gid- 
dings left the faid inn, and went to another, and took a 
poft-chaife, and fet off for London: and this was and is 
true, and the party proponent doth alledge and propound 
as before. 

62d. That the faid Henrietta lady Grofvenor was and 
IS of the parifh of St. George, Hanover- fquare, in the 
county of Middlefex and diocefe of London, by reafoil 
whereof, was and is fubje^ to the jurifdi(S^ion of thi^ 
court. 

63d. That of and concerning the premifles, it hath, 
on the part and behalf of the party proponent, been 
rightly and duly complained to you, the worihipful the 
judge aforefaid, and to this court ; and the party proponent 
doth alledge and propound as before. 

64th. That all and fingular the'premifles were and are 
true, publick, and notorious ; whereof legal proof being 
made, the party proponent prays right and juftice to be 
cfFe^tually done and adminiitered to him and his party in 
the premifles, and that you would be pleafed to divorce 
the faid lord Grofvenor from the faid lady Grofvenor his 
wife, by jreafon of the adultery fo by her as aforefaid 

committed. 
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committed ; the party proponent not obliging himfelf tc^ 
prove all and iihgirtar thb pr^mifielr, not' to the buftheh of 
a fuperfluous proof, againft which he protef^s ; and prays 
that fo far as he ihall prove in the ^remifles^ he may ob- 
tain in his petition^ the benefit of the law being always, 
pteferved, humbly iih'plbring; the aid of youi^ office in thir 
behalf.
